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Lawmaker: 
No need 
to review 

Guam move

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — Guam Rep. Mad- 
eline Bordallo says the move of some 8,000 Ma- 
rines and their family members from Okinawa 
to her U.S. territorial island does not need to be 
reviewed and should go ahead as planned. 

Bordallo, in a news release Friday from her 
Washington office, countered Marine Corps 
Commandant Gen. James Conway’s assertion 
Wednesday to a House committee that the initial 
$4 billion estimated to be the U.S. share of the 
cost to move the Marines to Guam falls short of 
the actual cost. 

Conway told the House Military Construction 
subcommittee that “it will be far more than that.” 
He did not cite the cost, however, stating that the 
Marines’ move to Guam would be reconsidered 
as part of the upcoming Quadrennial Defense 
Review. 

Bordallo said the military buildup on Guam is 
proceeding as planned, as it should. 

“T have been reassured by officials at the De- 
partment of Defense that the military build-up on 
Guam is on track,” she stated in her news release. 
“In particular, I was reassured that the Com- 
mandant was trying to address larger training as 
well as command and control issues that will be 
considered in the Congressionally mandated Qua- 
drennial Defense Review.” 

In President Barack Obama’s proposed $3.4 
trillion budget for the next fiscal year, $787 mil- 
lion is requested for military construction proj- 
ects for Guam. It’s just the start of the $4 billion 
the U.S. has said it will spend for military proj- 
ects on the island related to the transfer of several 
major Marine commands to Guam by 2014. 

Included in the $787 million are $48 million for 
highway construction, $167 million for improve- 
ments to Apra Harbor and $259 to begin con- 
struction of a more modern naval hospital. 

The total cost of the relocation project has been 
pegged at $10.27 billion, with Japan picking up 
$6.07 billion, or 59 percent, of the cost. 

Japan’s House of Representatives approved 
$2.8 billion last month for the Guam project.

Air Force budget: Little 
money, no F-22 Raptors

WASHINGTON — The Air Force will 
see only a 1.8 percent increase in spend- 
ing in the proposed 2010 defense budget, 
which would mean building fewer planes 
and speeding up the retirement of others, 
and no increase in flight hours. 

Service officials on Thursday spun the 
slim budget as an opportunity to repriori- 
tize the force, shifting more resources to 
counterinsurgency work and nuclear secu- 
rity missions. 

But Maj. Gen. Larry Spen- 
cer, the Air Force’s deputy 
assistant secretary for the 
budget, acknowledged 
that the plan has “not a 
lot of new funding, but 
lots of rebalancing.” 

Most of the increases 
in the budget plan are 
slated for personnel and 
operations costs, with $2.2 
billion in new spending 
in pay and benefits for ser- 
vicemembers and Air Force 
civilians. 

Missile procurement is up, too, al- 
though the total number of munitions pur- 
chased will drop slightly and the Joint Air 
to Surface Standoff Missile program ze- 
roed out in fiscal 2010. 

The budget also includes a $1.1 billion 
cut in aircraft procurement and will buy 
only 81 aircraft next year, 37 fewer than 
fiscal 2009. 

Last month, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates announced plans to end production 
of the F-22 Raptor, so four of the planes 
funded through the latest war supplemen- 
tal will be the last ones built by the service, 
Spencer said. 

Pentagon officials have touted the F- 
35 Joint Strike Fighter program as the 
replacement for the Raptor, but the Air 
Force’s original plan to build 13 JSFs next 












year also was trimmed. Spencer said only 
10 of those will be bought next year, with 
those aircraft being used for training 
missions. 

The service also plans to retire 250 older 
aircraft — F-15s, F-16s and A-10s — in an- 
other restructuring/cost-saving move. 

Spencer said that will result in about 
4,000 airmen being moved to new jobs, 
largely dealing with unmanned aircraft 
crews or nuclear maintenance and securi- 
ty. About 2,500 new positions dealing with 
the service’s nuclear mission will be cre- 
ated under the plan. 

The retirement of the older 
aircraft will also mean a 
loss of about 32,000 flight 
hours, although Spencer 
said total flight time for 
the force will remain 
around 1.4 million hours 
for 2010. 
The budget will include 
24 new unmanned MQ-9 
f Reaper aircraft, eight new 

C-27 Joint Cargo Aircraft, 
12 new C-130s and five new 
CV-22B Ospreys. 

About $1.7 billion will be spent 
on bomber and fighter modernization 
programs, with new flight software for F- 
16s and A-10s and new radar and avionics 
equipment for the B-1, B-2 and B-52. 

The Air Force has saved about $900 
million in fuel expenses this fiscal year; 
planners had anticipated $115 per barrel 
of crude, but have averaged closer to $87. 
Next year, Spencer said, officials have 
budgeted for $89 per barrel, and expect 
fuel costs to remain flat. 

Spencer said despite DOD-wide reduc- 
tions in recruiting and retention bonuses, 
the Air Force still plans to spend about 
$640 million in specialty pays for critical 
wartime skills: explosive ordinance dis- 
posal, tactical air control party, and med- 
ics, among others.

Navy taking steps to move 
toward irregular warfare

ARLINGTON, Va. — The Pentagon 
wants a 6.1 percent budget increase for the 
Navy to build eight new ships next year. 

The ship buy, coupled with cuts to other 
programs, Pentagon budget officials said 
Thursday, is designed to help restructure 
the military with a better “balance” to- 
ward handling contemporary threats, and 
to squash the department’s legendary out- 
of-control spending, per Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates’ directive. 

“A balance between com- 
peting priorities, balance 
between the right mix for 
addressing such issues 
as conventional vs. ir- 
regular warfare, balance 
between addressing cur- 
rent events and anticipat- 
ing future events,” said 
Adm. Terry Blake, deputy 
assistant secretary of the 
Navy. 

Next year’s budget would pay 
for three new shallow-water capable 
Littoral Combat Ships, which Adm. Gary 
Roughead, chief of naval operations, last 
week said was “extraordinarily important 
to the future of the Navy and the nation.” 

The budget also would continue expan- 
sion of the fleet of nuclear-powered Virgin- 
ia-class submarines and aircraft carriers. 

This would be the 12th Virginia-class 
submarine. 

The budget also calls for the purchase 
of a third and final DDG-1000 Zumwalt- 
class destroyer, ending that line of ship 
as expected, and restarting the DDG-51 
Arleigh Burke-class Aegis guided-missile 
destroyer, the budget for which would rise 
from $199 million to $2.241 billion. 

Additional increases would convert six 
Aegis ships with upgraded missile defens- 
es by fiscal 2015. 









But the Pentagon delayed the CG(X) 
program, known as the “next-generation 
cruiser” to replace the Ticonderoga-class 
ship. 

The Pentagon said it did not lay out spend- 
ing estimates for any years beyond 2010 in 
deference to this summer’s Quadrennial 
Defense Review, a strategic guideline used 
by defense appropriators. 

And officials would not say whether the 
Navy intended to stick with its goal of a 313- 
ship fleet, as was put forth in last year’s 30- 

year plan delivered to Congress. 
The Navy said it was hold- 
ing its planned reduction of 

end-strength at 328,000 
servicemembers. 

Gates has called for 55 
copies of the LCS, which 
is designed to operate 
in shallow, or littoral, 
waters. 

And Roughead, in a 
~ speech last week at CSIS, 
ye said, “I predict when it is all 
said and done that they will be 
the workhorses of the fleet, and 
that the LCS will have a thousand 
fathers.”

Critics have said the Navy’s continued 
purchases of aircraft carriers and sub- 
marines add to an oversized Cold War-era 
force that has grown unnecessarily bigger 
than the rest of the world’s naval fleets 
combined. 

But Roughead said last week that in 
early phases of Operation Enduring Free- 
dom, 80 percent of sorties came off of air- 
craft carriers. And as for subs, he said, “If 
you’ve played chess, a nuclear submarine 
is the invisible queen.”

Full force, fewer incentives, 
a pivot toward Afghanistan

ARLINGTON, Va. — The Pentagon’s 
budget priorities for the Marine Corps 
next year include all-terrain MRAP ve- 
hicles, V-22 Osprey helicopters, Humvees 
and anything else that is suited to fight in 
the “overseas contingency operations” in 
Afghanistan, the new budget euphemism 
for the Global War on Terrorism. 

For the first time, the Department of 
Defense budgeted more money for the 
war in Afghanistan, $65 billion, 
than for Iraq, $61 billion. And 
with 21,000 additional U.S. 
ground troops expected in 
Afghanistan this year, 40 
percent of the Depart- 
ment of the Navy’s $15.3 
billion war budget is 
tagged for the Marines. va“ 

“What I’d like to get 
across is the idea that the 
national security team has 
really worked this problem 
hard. 

“In this request is where you’re 
going to first see the swing of not only 
dollars or resources, but combat capability 
from the Iraqi theater into the Afghanistan 
theater,” said Vice Adm. P. Stephen Stan- 
ley, director of force structure for the Joint 
Staff. 

Perhaps no line item reflects that shift in 
“lessons learned,” budget documents said, 
than the number of Mine Resistant Am- 
bush Protected vehicles procured: zero. 
Designed specifically to defeat roadside 
improvised explosive devices, or IEDs, 
in Iraq, Marine commanders have said 
MRAPs are “useless” in Afghanistan, 
which lacks adequate roads required of the 
heavy, cumbersome vehicles. 

Instead the Pentagon is committing to a 
lighter, more maneuverable variant, called 
the MRAP-ATV, for all-terrain vehicle. 
The department is asking Congress for 
$5.5 billion to purchase the first 1,080 cop- 
ies of the machines, a 25 percent increase 
for the MRAP budget. 

“This is how we’re trying to be respon- 
sive to some of the pressure that the secre- 
tary has put on us, to try to get the combat 
capability into the theater that our warf- 











ighter is demanding,” Stanley said. 

Additionally, the budget calls for 985 
Humvees for Marines, plus 85 for the Navy. 
And the budget would purchase 581 more 
Logistics Vehicle System Replacement 
vehicles, which are used as cargo trucks, 
wreckers or tractors to help distribute 
heavy tactical fighting vehicles. The de- 
partment also asks for 18 towable LW155 
Howitzer cannons. 

Helicopters are a priority. Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates and the Marine Corps 

will seek $2.86 billion to purchase 35 
copies of the V-22 Osprey, 30 to- 
ward a goal of 408 units for the 
Navy and Marine Corps and 
five “CV-22” copies toward 
a 50-unit fleet for special 
operations command.

' “There are some cutbacks,” 
said Undersecretary of Defense 

Robert Hale, who is the Pentagon’s 
comptroller and chief financial officer, in- 
cluding “... delaying some amphibious ship 
production really until we have a chance 
for this Quadrennial Defense Review to 
look at amphib capability, how much we 
need.” 

Gates carried out his promise to cut the 
presidential helicopter program, which of- 
ficials said already cost the U.S. $3.2 bil- 
lion in “sunk costs.” 

The Pentagon said the Expeditionary 
Fighting Vehicle remains in the develop- 
ment stage and the program would receive 
$293 million next year. 

But the secretary has questioned the 
department’s need to arm itself for a major 
amphibious landing reminiscent of the 
20th century. 

The Marines budget also maintains a 
large construction fund at $1.9 billion, 
largely to account for the ahead-of-sched- 
ule end-strength of 202,100 personnel and 
moving 8,000 Marines and families from 
Okinawa to Guam. 

It includes $378 million to build ramps, 
roads and wharves there.

ARLINGTON, Va. — The Army’s pro- 
posed 2010 budget slashes re-enlistment 
bonuses, puts the kibosh on the vehicle 
component of the Future Combat Systems 
and calls for more military construction in 
Afghanistan. 

The proposed $142.1 billion in spend- 
ing includes for $444 million for re-enlist- 
ment bonuses, $450 million for enlistment 
bonuses and $77 million in retention 
bonuses for officers, all for the ac- 
tive-duty Army, officials said. 

That compares with $626 
million in re-enlistment 
bonuses, $549 million in 
enlistment bonuses and 
$134 million in bonuses 
for officers had been 
slated to be spent this fis- 
cal year, said Kathleen S. 
Miller, who works for the 
Assistant Secretary of the 
Army (Financial Manage- 
ment and Comptroller). 

The Army has already cut 
re-enlistment bonuses for this fis- 
cal year because it met its authorized end- 
strength of 547,400 in January and is now 
close to 549,000, Army officials said. 

The “primary reason” the Army was 
able to expand much faster than planned 
is that more soldiers are staying in the 
service due to the bad economy, said Col. 
Debra Head, of Army G-1. 

“As a result, we quite frankly don’t need 
to retain as many people as we were pre- 
viously retaining,” Head said in a recent 
interview. 

Head said the Army has already made 
most of the cuts in re-enlistment and re- 
tention bonuses for this fiscal year, but she 
cautioned there could be more to come if 
the Army looks like it will end fiscal 2009 
above its authorized end-strength. 

In April, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates announced he was cutting the vehi- 
cle component of the Army’s Future Com- 
bat Systems despite objections from Army 
leadership. 

Gates later told reporters that he wor- 
ried FCS had not integrated lessons from 
Iraq and Afghanistan. For example, the 
initial design for the FCS vehicle called for 












it to have a flat bottom low to the ground, 
even though the Iraq war has shown that 
such vehicles are vulnerable to explosions 
from underneath. 

“It just seemed to me there was — it 
was necessary to stop, take a deep breath, 
and kind of look at this whole thing fresh- 
ly, based on the experience of these two 
wars,” Gates said April 7. 

While he has recommended putting the 
vehicle component of FCS on hiatus, the 
funding would remain intact in the hope 

that the project could move forward 
again in fiscal 2011, he said April 
17 at the Army War College in 
Carlisle, Pa. 

The Army is also call- 
ing for $83.1 billion in 
“Overseas Contingency 

Operations Request” to 

fund the wars in Iraq and 

Afghanistan. 

The overseas contin- 
gency funding includes 
$924 million in construc- 
tion for the extra U.S. troops 
that are headed to Afghanistan, 

Army officials said Thursday. 

As combat operations wind down in 
Iraq, the U.S. Army is pivoting its combat 
power to Afghanistan, where about 30,000 
extra U.S. troops are heading to combat 
the resurgent Taliban. 

“We don’t have the infrastructure in 
place in Afghanistan that we have devel- 
oped over six to seven years in Iraq, and so 
there are a fair number of one-time costs 
that we have to incur in order to stand up 
the number of BCTs that are going to be 
[increased in] Afghanistan,” said Lt. Gen. 
Edgar E. Stanton III, military deputy for 
budget. 

The money would go toward construction 
such as troop housing, airfield operations, 
chow halls and fuel handling systems, said 
William H. Campbell, acting director of 
the Army Budget Office. 

The Army has also asked for money to 
train more helicopter pilots, because the 
demand for helicopters is much greater in 
Afghanistan than Iraq, which is relatively 
developed, Stanton said. 

“It’s, aS you know, very mountainous, 
you can’t move. ... It’s a very poor country, 
the road structure is not there,” he said.

WASHINGTON — Veterans programs 
would see dramatic funding increases 
under the White House’s proposed fis- 
cal 2010 budget, including more money to 
focus on the health needs of recent combat 
veterans and mental health illnesses. 

The VA will get a 15 percent increase 
in funds over fiscal 2009 if the president’s 
plan is approved. In discretionary spend- 
ing, the total is $55.9 billion, an 11 percent 
jump from this fiscal year. 

That’s the largest one-year increase in 
veterans spending in the last 30 years, ac- 
cording to Rita Reed, principal deputy as- 
sistant secretary for management at the 
department. 

In a statement, Secretary of Veterans 
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Affairs Eric Shinseki promised a compre- 
hensive review of all department opera- 
tions to “be sure that 
valuable taxpayer 
dollars are invested in 
programs that work 
for our veterans.” 

Medical _ services 
— which account for 
more than 60 percent 
of the VA discretion- 
ary budget — will see 
a nearly $4 billion in- 
crease next year, a 13 
percent jump. 

Reed said with that 
officials are promis- 
ing to ensure that 98 percent of primary 
care appointments are scheduled within 
30 days of first request, and to add about

500,000 more Priority 8 veterans over the 
next five years to the list of people eligible 
for VA medical care. 

The department will also boost funding 
for medical research focused on return- 
ing combat veterans ($2 billion, up 29 per- 
cent), mental health issues ($4.5 billion, up 
7 percent), traumatic brain injuries ($298 
million, up 16 percent) and spinal cord in- 
juries ($497 million, up 9 percent). 

The most dramatic increase, percent- 
agewise, will be in rural health initiatives. 
The department will set aside $440 million 
to improve outreach and medical services 
for veterans in hard-to-reach regions, a 
633 percent increase from the $60 million 
spent on those projects in fiscal 2009. 

Reed said new administrative fund- 
ing increases will allow officials to cut 
processing of compensation and pension 
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claims to 150 days in 2010, down from 168 
days in 2009. 

The budget also includes about $70 mil- 
lion in new funding to help link VA and De- 
fense Department medical records. 

Last month, the White House announced 
plans to create a lifelong electronic medical 
record for all servicemembers, allowing 
their medical history to pass seamlessly 
from active-duty care to the veterans 
health care system. 

Reed said the budget proposal does not 
include any new discretionary funding 
related to administering the new GI Bill 
education benefits, which go into effect in 
August, but the department may revisit the 
issue for fiscal 2011 if officials see unex- 
pected costs later this year.

Guantanamo 
dominates 
debate on 
war funding

WASHINGTON — The fu- 
ture of 241 terror suspects at the 
Guantanamo Bay military prison 
dominated a congressional de- 
bate on war spending Thursday, 
as Republicans warned that the 
Obama administration was pre- 
paring to release dangerous kill- 
ers into American neighborhoods 
and Democrats accused the Re- 
publicans of fear-mongering. 

“We don’t have any plans to 
release _ terrorists,’ Attorney 
General Eric Holder told a Sen- 
ate hearing where he was grilled 
about President Barack Obama’s 
order to shutter the prison by Jan- 
uary 2010. “With regard to those 
who you would describe as terror- 
ists, we would not bring them into 
this country and release them, 
anyone we would consider to be a 
terrorist.” 

Ultimately, Republican  at- 
tempts to prevent the Guanta- 
namo facility from being closed 
were defeated along party lines 
in the House of Representatives 
Appropriations Committee. How- 
ever, the panel refused to give 
Obama the $50 million he had 
requested to relocate Guanta- 
namo prisoners and it demanded 
a detailed plan from the White 
House by Oct. 1 on the future of 
the facility. 

The Guantanamo provision is 
part of a $96.7 billion measure the 
committee approved to pay for 
military and diplomatic efforts in 
Iraq and Afghanistan through the 
fall. The package is nearly $12 
billion more than Obama sought. 

The spending bill would push 
the costs of the two wars to al- 
most $1 trillion since the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks, according 
to the Congressional Research 
Service. 

Republicans had _ previously 
seized on Obama’s pledge to close 
Guantanamo as a way to criti- 
cize him for being weak on seri- 
ous national security issues. At 
Thursday’s session, Rep. Todd

Tiahrt said voting against the 
Republican plan would endanger 
U.S. citizens. 

“They’re not repentant sin- 
ners,” Tiahrt said of the detain- 
ees. “I don’t want them in my 
hometown.” 

Democratic Rep. Chet Edwards 
said Tiahrt and the Republicans 
were playing politics. The Guan- 
tanamo prison has become a “re- 
cruiting tool” for al-Qaida and 
other terrorist groups, Edwards 
said, and needs to be shuttered. 

The committee also approved 
a compromise plan to shift to the 
State Department control of hun- 
dreds of millions dollars in secu- 
rity and counterinsurgency aid 
for troubled Pakistan. 

They rejected Republicans’ bid 
to keep the fund in the Pentagon’s 
hands. 

Under the compromise, the 
Pakistan Counterinsurgency Ca- 
pability Fund would remain with 
the Pentagon until September 
2010. After that, the $400 million 
account would be transferred to 
the State Department. 

Republicans on the commit- 
tee objected, saying President 
Barack Obama and senior U.S. 
military leaders wanted the Paki- 
stan counterinsurgency fund to 
remain in the defense budget. 

But Democrats argued that 
in Pakistan, where there is not 
a significant U.S. military pres- 
ence, the State Department 
should be the agency with greater 
authority. 

While the committee backed the 
Obama administration’s plans to 
send more troops and equipment 
to Afghanistan, it also made clear 
speedy results are expected. 


yenate passes overhaul of procurement

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
unanimously approved legislation 
Thursday to overhaul Pentagon 
procurement practices in an ef- 
fort to prevent billions of dollars 
in cost overruns and block mis- 
spending on weapons that do not 
meet pressing military needs. 

The 93-0 vote was arare show of 
unity among lawmakers, provoked 
partly by voter worries about defi- 
cit spending and partly by a com- 
promise between lawmakers and 
Obama administration officials on 
some parts of the legislation. 

“Our cost overruns ... are drain- 
ing our defense dollars and tak- 
ing them away from other needed 
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purposes,” said Senate Armed 
Services Committee Chairman 
Carl Levin, D-Mich. “And so, on a 
bipartisan basis, we were able to 
adopt this major reform bill.” 

Sen. John McCain, Ariz., the 
committee’s senior Republican, 
noted after the Senate vote that 
“this is really a situation of near- 
crisis proportions. ... We just can- 
not have the kinds of cost overruns 
that are associated ... with one or 
two exceptions, literally every 
new weapon system that the De- 
partment of Defense acquires.” 

The House version of the legis- 
lation, which is moving at a slow- 
er pace, is somewhat different. 
In particular, it would not place 
a Pentagon cost-analysis office 
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under a new presidentially ap- 
pointed director of independent 
cost assessment, as the Senate bill 
would. The Obama administration 
has resisted the Senate provision, 
arguing that the office should 
remain under the control of the 
Defense Department’s program 
analysis and evaluation office. 

Improper cost estimating lies at 
the heart of many weapons pro- 
curement troubles, according to 
the Government Accountability 
Office, which has repeatedly ac- 
cused defense officials and the 
military services of understating 
likely expenses when they autho- 
rize production and sign contracts 
for major new systems.

Changes sought for 
border security funding 


WASHINGTON — Members 
of Congress quickly denounced 
an Obama administration plan 
to end federal payments to states 
and communities for jailing ille- 
gal immigrants. President Barack 
Obama asked Congress in his bud- 
get to end the State Alien Criminal 
Assistance Program. The $400 
million it received for the 2009 fis- 
cal year could be used for border 
security and immigration enforce- 
ment, the administration said. 

The SCAAP program reim- 
burses states and counties for 
Jailers’ salaries for holding illegal 
immigrants who have at least one 
felony and two misdemeanors. 


Abstinence-only 
education may change 


WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama wants to eliminate 
spending on abstinence-only edu- 
cation and spend it on programs 
to reduce teen pregnancy that 
don’t take an abstinence-only ap- 
proach. The proposal in Obama’s 
2010 budget plan _ released 
Thursday could run into opposi- 
tion from conservatives. Admin- 
istration budget documents say 
Obama wants to redirect funding 
from “abstinence-only education 
programs to evidence-based and 
promising teen pregnancy pre- 
vention programs.” 

The state grant program for 
abstinence education that Obama 
wants to eliminate is getting $38 
million in 2009. He’s requesting 
$50 million instead to support ex- 
isting teen pregnancy prevention 
programs and develop new ones. 


Slain officer benefits 
may be cut significantly 


WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration wants to cut al- 
most in half a benefits program 
for the families of slain police and 
safety officers. 

The president’s proposed bud- 
get calls for cutting the Public 
Safety Officers’ Death Benefits 
Program from $110 million to $60 
million. The Justice Department 
said no one would lose benefits. 

“Any family member who is 
eligible for benefits under this 
program will receive them,” said 
Justice Department spokeswom- 
an Melissa Schwartz. 


NYPD: Counterterror 
program taking a hit 


NEW YORK — New York po- 
lice officials have found some 
troubling fine print in President 
Obama’s proposed budget. 

The budget released Thursday 
proposes pulling funding in 2010 
for a program that’s helped the 
NYPD develop a system to detect 
and repel radiological. 

The NYPD has already re- 
ceived more than $53 million in 
Homeland Security Department 
grants for the effort, including 
$20 million this year. It has used 
the money to arm officers and 
vehicles with radiation detectors 
and to recruit other law enforce- 
ment agencies to form a protec- 
tive ring around the city.

WASHINGTON — _ Repeat- 
edly since taking office, Presi- 
dent Barack Obama has said 
his administration was comb- 
ing through the federal budget 
“line by line” to root out wasteful 
spending. 

Finding it is one thing, getting 
Congress to sign on is another. 
And, by Republican accounts, he 
hasn’t found that much anyway. 

Obama sent Congress a de- 
tailed budget Thursday pro- 
posing to eliminate or trim 121 
programs and save $17 billion 
next year — not a trifle, for sure, 
but only about half of one per- 
cent of the $3.4 trillion in federal 
spending for the fiscal year be- 
ginning in October. 

The size of the savings clearly 
was a sore subject at the White 
House. 

“Tt is important ... for all of you, 
as youre writing up these stories, 
to recognize that $17 billion taken 
out of our discretionary, non-de- 
fense budget, as well as portions 
of our defense budget, are sig- 
nificant,” Obama told reporters. 
“They mean something.” 

Still, Obama’s hit list was small- 
er than the one President George 
W. Bush included in his budget 
last year targeting 151 programs 
for $34 billion in savings. 

Bush didn’t have much luck in 
getting those cuts through the 
Democratic-contolled Congress. 
And Obama may run into some 
of the same difficulties. 

“None of this will be easy,” 
Obama said, facing cameras at 
the White House. 

Even with the cuts, the White 
House estimates the govern- 
ment’s red ink will still be about 
$1.2 trillion, down only slightly 
from this year’s all-time record. 

Republicans scoffed _ that 
Obama’s cuts were not nearly 
enough. 

“They appear to be a diver- 
sionary tactic — an effort to 
change the subject away from 
the unprecedented debt this bud- 
get heaps on future generations,” 
said House Republican Leader

If there was atheme to Obama’s 
cuts and spending initiatives, it 
was to continue to provide gen- 
erous increases to domestic pro- 
grams that had been squeezed 
during the eight years of the Bush 
administration while reviving 
oft-rejected Bush-era proposals 
to cut programs that critics say 
have outlived their usefulness 
but still have important support 
on Capitol Hill. 

Obama proposed: 

@ Ending $26 billion in oil and 
gas industry tax breaks, which he 
called “unjustifiable loopholes” 
in the tax system that other in- 
dustries do not get. 


@ Eliminating federal support 
for a $35 million-a-year radio- 
based marine navigation system 
rendered obsolete by the satel- 
lite-based Global Positioning 
System. 

@ Doing away with a $142 mil- 
lion program to help states pay to 
clean up abandoned mines. 

m Abolishing an Education 
Department attache’s post in 
Paris, at a savings of $632,000 
per year. 

He called for a $3 increase in 
per-segment air fare taxes start- 
ing in 2012, which would raise 
the maximum fee from $5 to $11 
per trip as a way to finance air- 
port security screenings. 
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On the spending side, Obama’s 
new details emphasized substan- 
tial increases for his domestic 
priorities. 

He proposed: 

@ Plowing $2 billion more into 
merit-based teacher pay to help 
failing schools turn around. He 
would spend $370 million on a 
successor to the Reading First 
literacy program, a key element 
of Bush’s No Child Left Behind 
law. 

m@ Spending an additional $584 
million for pandemic flu efforts, 
on top of the $1.5 billion in emer- 
gency money for 2009 that he 
asked Congress for in the wake 
of the swine flu outbreak. 

™ Increasing child nutrition 
programs by $1 billion, partly to 
pay for a 20 percent increase in 
the number of food inspectors. 

m@ Setting up a $1 billion pro- 
gram to develop or rehabilitate 
housing for the poor. 

Obama proposed more money 
for the Labor Department to hire 
about 1,000 new employees, in- 
cluding 670 new investigators 
and other staffers to enforce 
safety, health, minimum wage, 
overtime and other laws. 

The relatively modest scope of 
Obama’s proposed cuts led to a 
sometimes contentious briefing 
with White House press secre- 
tary Robert Gibbs. 

“T’ve said this before, and Ill 
say it again: $17 billion is a lot 
of money to people in America. 
I understand that it might not be 
to some people in this town, but 
that’s probably why we’re sitting 
on a $12 trillion American Ex- 
press bill,” Gibbs said, referring 
to the $10.7 trillion national debt. 

Fellow Democrats may well 
reject some of those revisions, 
including Obama’s proposal to 
stop paying states and counties 
that keep illegal immigrants in 
their jails. 

He also proposed doing away 
with Even Start, a $66 million 
program to promote child litera- 
cy that the administration argues 
is not as effective as other early- 
childhood education programs 
like Head Start.

The Army reported that its suicide num- 
bers for April decreased in its active-duty 
ranks compared with last year’s numbers. 

There was one confirmed active-duty sui- 
cide in April and six potential suicides that 
are under investigation, compared with 12 
suicides in April 2008, an Army press re- 
lease said. This April’s numbers also are 
down slightly from the previous month 
when there were three confirmed suicides 
and another 10 deaths under investigation. 

Overall, the Army reported 35 con- 
firmed suicides so far in 2009 while an- 
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other 29 deaths are being investigated as 
potential suicides. 

There have also been 12 confirmed sui- 
cides and 15 potential suicides so far this 
year in the Army Reserve’s non-active- 
duty ranks, the Army reported. During 
the same period in 2008, 21 non-active- 
duty reservists committed suicide. 

Overall last year, there were 140 con- 
firmed suicides and there are another 
seven probable suicides still under inves- 
tigation, the Army said. That’s up from 115 
in 2007, and 101 in 2006. 

The Army has responded by launching 
a five-year, $50 million study with the Na- 
tional Institute of Mental Health. 


Army says suicide rate down in April 


Army mental health experts said they 
have noticed a difference in how the ser- 
vice is addressing suicide prevention. One 
of those changes is with an interactive 
video called “Beyond the Front.” 

“T found the interaction to be fantastic,” 
said Brian Olden, deputy chief of behav- 
ioral health services for Bavarian Medical 
Activity at Vilseck, Germany. “It wasn’t 
the usual kind of cheesy Army video and 
everyone falls asleep. I think it has been 
very effective.” 

The Army is also addressing suicides 
with a program called the Army Campaign 
Plan for Health Promotion, Risk Reduc- 
tion and Suicide Prevention, focusing on 
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boosting the mental, spiritual and physical 
health of soldiers and their families. That 
campaign is being headed by the Army 
vice chief of staff, Gen. Peter W. Chiarelli. 

“I am personally briefed on every sui- 
cide that occurs in the Army,” Chiarelli 
said in the release. “This ensures that we 
stay focused on this issue at the highest 
levels of the Army leadership and that we 
are able to identify the underlying causes 
that lead to tragedies.” 

“The Army has learned that we need to 
help our soldiers get better,” Olden said.

Contractor avoids jail after killing 
Afghan who burned teammate

ARLINGTON, Va. — An Army 
contractor who pleaded guilty to 
shooting an Afghan man, who set 
one of his teammates on fire, will 
not go to prison. 

Don Michael Ayala was sen- 
tenced to five years of probation 
and a fine Friday in federal court. 
Ayala had faced up to 15 years 
in prison after pleading guilty to 
manslaughter. 

Federal Judge Claude M. Hilton 
found that the attack on Ayala’s 
teammate “did provide provoca- 
tion and would have provided 
provocation for anyone who was 
there at the time.” 

Hilton also cited Ayala’s mili- 
tary record and the fact that the 
incident occurred in a hostile area 
as mitigating factors in the case. 

On Nov. 4, 2008, Ayala was 
working for an Army Human 
Terrain Team about 50 miles 
west of Kandahar when Paula 
Loyd was attacked by an Afghan 
man named Abdul Salam, who lit 
a container of flammable liquid 
and threw it on her. 

Loyd suffered severe burns 
over most of her body. 

She died on Jan. 7 at Brooke 
Army Medical Center in San 
Antonio. 

Ayala helped subdue Salam. 
When he learned how badly 
Loyd was burned, he shot Salam 
in the head, even though Salam 
was technically a prisoner at the 
time. 

The families of Ayala and Loyd, 
the woman who was set on fire, 
wept when the verdict was read. 

“This is one of the happier days 
in my life,’ said Loyd’s mother, 
Patricia Ward. “I didn’t need any

more sad days.” 

Jack Heany, the uncle of Ay- 
ala’s girlfriend, said he was also 
pleased with the verdict. 

“Being a former soldier, I can 
understand,” said Heany, who 
said he served with the 101st Air- 
borne Division in Vietnam. 

Ayala deferred comment to his 
attorney, who was not immediate- 
ly available. 

Mike Rich, of the U.S. Attor- 
ney’s Office, argued that Ayala 
should be sentenced to prison to 
send a message to anyone who 
might be influenced by the case. 

“While his actions are under- 
standable, they are not excus- 
able,” Rich said. 

“Defendant Ayala simply knew 
better.” 

But Ayala’s attorney, Michael 
Nachmanoff, called Salam’s at- 
tack on Loyd a “terrorist act” 
and said Ayala and his team- 
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mates did not know at the time 
whether Salam might be a suicide 
bomber. 

Nachmanoff said Ayala acted 
out of more than just anger. Rath- 
er, he said, it was a culmination 
of factors that led him to shoot 
Salam including years of stress 
from being in combat zones and 
the realization of the pain and suf- 
fering that Loyd would endure. 

He successfully argued that 
Ayala had already had been 
punished enough after spending 
three weeks in solitary confine- 
ment in Afghanistan and now 
being unable to work as a security 
contractor. 

“The idea that a further mes- 
sage has to be sent by further in- 
capacitating Mr. Ayala is simply 
unwarranted [and] unjustified,” 
he said.

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Japan-based 
soldiers watch 
for camels and 

contraband

Not many daily commutes in the U.S. 
military involve dodging herds of camels, 
but for the 20 members of the 623rd 
Movement Control Team, it’s just part of 
deployed life in Kuwait. 

The soldiers departed Sagami Depot, 
Japan, in August and are serving a one- 
year deployment at Khabari Alawazem 
Crossing — or K-Crossing — along the 
Kuwait-Iraq border. The 623rd is the first 
U.S. Army unit to deploy from Japan to 
Southwest Asia, Capt. Joseph Batiste, the 
unit’s commander, told Stars and Stripes 
when the soldiers deployed. 

K-Crossing is a Kuwaiti installation 
through which all U.S. military-related 
traffic must pass on the way to and from 
Iraq. The soldiers from the 623rd work 
with a civilian team to track convoys, 
check paperwork and work with Kuwaiti 
customs officials to keep traffic moving 
smoothly. 

They also give convoy commanders 
information about potential threats and 
road conditions that might await them in 
Iraq. 

“We do a lot of liaison work with the 
Kuwaitis,” 1st Lt. Matthew Ferry said in 
a phone interview Thursday. 

Kuwaiti customs officials are on the 
lookout for banned items like alcohol and 
pornography, Ferry said. 

“We had a driver try to sneak in 60 
bottles of Johnnie Walker Red,” said Sgt. 
Abdoul Fakih, the noncommissioned of- 
ficer in charge of regulating southbound 
traffic, who said such instances aren’t 
uncommon. A fifth of whiskey can sell for 
about $200 in Kuwait, Ferry said. 

“We weren’t expecting to be put in such 
a civil-affairs mission,” Ferry said. “It’s 
been a very pleasant surprise getting to 
work with the Kuwaitis so closely.” 

That mission has created good work- 
ing relationships and friendships, he said, 
adding that the 623rd soldiers have the op- 
tion to eat daily with the Kuwaiti soldiers. 

“They are great hosts,” he said, describ- 
ing the traditional lunch with their allies 
as “huge plates of lamb with mountains of 
rice.” 

Sharing meals is a way of gaining 
wasta, or influence, among the Kuwaitis, 
which helps in getting things done later 
back at the checkpoint, Ferry said. 

“T have a little bit of wasta,” he said.

to go but is being held up by a paperwork 
issue, using a little wasta might smooth 
over the situation and allow the trucks to 
move on while a form is being fixed, he 
said. 

“Life here is not bad, at times dull and 
repetitive,” Spc. Jeffrey Grigg said in an 
e-mail to Stripes. 

But while life at K-Crossing is relatively 
hassle-free, there’s an element of danger 
that the 623rd soldiers face every day 
— the commute. 

The soldiers live at Camp Buehring, 
a U.S. Army base in the Kuwaiti desert

about an hour from K-Crossing, and they 
must navigate an hourlong drive each 
day. 

Ferry said the 623rd soldiers know they 
are fortunate to be stationed away from 
hostile fire and enemy attacks but that 
Kuwaiti roads present plenty of their own 
threats. 

“A lot of us could tell of close calls we 
have had with driving here in Kuwait,” 
Staff Sgt. Jamelia Fritz said in an e-mail. 
“Most of the drivers are inexperienced or 
careless, and the camels just plain take 
over the road. Most, if not all of us, have 
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experienced being run off the roads by 
oncoming convoys or camels.” 

Fakih said that just the other day, while 
driving up to the border, he ended up on 
the side of the road after avoiding two sets 
of oncoming headlights taking up both 
lanes of the highway. 

While none of the soldiers have been 
hurt, several contractors and truck driv- 
ers have been killed or injured on the 
highway in the time the 623rd soldiers 
have been in Kuwait, Ferry said. 

The hardest part for many of the sol- 
diers is being away from home. 

“T must say that spending holidays away 
from my family was the worst thus far,” 
Staff Sgt. Vince Webber said. 

For Fakih, missing the holiday season 
wasn’t nearly as hard as being away from 
his pregnant wife. 

Fortunately, Fakih said, he was able to 
make it home for his two weeks of mid-de- 
ployment leave just three days before his 
wife gave birth to their second daughter. 

“Tt’s been hard for her, basically being a 
single mother,” he said. 

Of course, Fakih added, he’s eager to 
get back home. 

But in the meantime, he and the rest 
of the team will keep moving convoys 
across the border and looking out for 
camels when they drive.

ARLINGTON, Va. — The insurgency 
in Iraq will last for years after U.S. troops 
leave, the top U.S. general in Iraq said 
Friday. 

“Tt’s not going to end, OK. There will al- 
ways be some sort of a low-level insurgen- 
cy in Iraq for the next five, 10, 15 years,” 
said Gen. Raymond Odierno. “The issue is, 
what is the level of that insurgency and can 
the Iraqis handle it with their own forces 
and with their government.” 

While there is still an insurgency, it can 
be hard to tell the difference between in- 
surgents and criminals, Odierno said dur- 
ing a news conference. 
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“It’s getting harder 
and harder to lump 
them into groups, be- 
cause what you have is 
you have people who 
just conduct things for 
money,” he said. 

Combat operations 
in Iraq are slated to 
end in 2010, after 
which a force of be- 

Odierno tween 35,000 and 
50,000 U.S. troops 
will remain, Odierno 

said. All U.S. troops are slated to leave Iraq 
by the end of 2011 under a security agree- 
ment between the two countries. 

Overall, security trends in Iraq are posi- 


tive, but a string of suicide bombings in the 
past few weeks show that the situation re- 
mains fragile, Odierno said. 

The Iraqis still need to reach solutions 
on a number of hot-button issues. 

“These are political issues that have to 
be resolved and continue to be resolved 
in Iraq, and as long as they keep working 
toward these — and we believe they are — 
we think that then the level of security will 
continue to improve and we think that by 
the end of 2011 they will be able to handle 
it themselves,” Odierno said. 

Most U.S. troops are expected to leave 
Iraqi cities after June 30, although it has 
yet to be decided whether they will remain 
in the volatile city of Mosul.

cities beyond the end of June as liaisons to 
Joint Security Stations and as embedded 
advisory transition teams, Odierno said. 
He wouldn’t put an exact figure of how 
many troops that might be.

Also Friday, Odierno said the name 
“Multi-National Force-Iraq” is likely to 
change after the British pull out of Iraq 
this summer, leaving only a few hundred 
coalition partners.

Thousands of Pakistanis flee Swat Valley

MINGORA, Pakistan — Paki- 
stani jets screamed over a Tal- 
iban-controlled town Friday and 
bombed suspected militant posi- 
tions as hundreds of thousands 
fled in terror and other trapped 
residents appealed for a pause in 
the fighting so they could escape. 

A half a million people have 
either already left the Swat Val- 
ley and nearby districts or want 
to leave but can’t because of the 
military offensives and bomb- 
ing against militants, Pakistani 
officials and the U.N. say, bring- 
ing the number of people likely 
to be displaced due to anti-mili- 
tant offensives across Pakistan’s 
volatile northwest region to 1 
million. 

Tens of thousands of people re- 
main trapped in Mingora. Some 
have said the Taliban are not al- 
lowing them to leave, perhaps 
because they want to use them 
as human shields and make the 
army unwilling to use force. 

“We want to leave the city, but 
we cannot go out because of the 
fighting,” said one resident, Hi- 
dayat Ullah. “We will be killed, 
our children will be killed, our 
women will be killed and these 
Taliban will escape.” 
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“Kill terrorists, but don’t harm 
us,” he pleaded. 

Pakistan has launched at least 
a dozen operations in the region 
near the Afghan border in recent 
years, but most ended inconclu- 
sively and after widespread de- 
struction and significant civilian 
deaths. The mountainous region 
remains a haven for al-Qaida and 
Taliban militants, foreign gov- 
ernments Say. 

To end one of those protract- 
ed offensives, the government 
signed a peace accord in Swat 
that provided for Islamic law 
there. But it began unraveling 
last month when Swat Taliban 
fighters moved into Buner, a 
neighboring district just 60 miles 
from Islamabad. 

Following strong U.S. pres- 
sure, the Pakistani government 
launched its latest offensive, and 
the prime minister appealed for 
international assistance for the 


gunpoint.” 

The military hailed signs of the 
public’s mood shifting against the 
Taliban. 

“The public have seen their 
real face,” Army spokesman Maj. 
Gen. Athar Abbas said. “They 
realize their agenda goes much 
beyond Shariah (Islamic) courts. 
They have a design to expand.” 

Still, the pro-Western govern- 
ment will face a stiff task to keep 
a skeptical nation behind its secu- 
rity forces. 

The mayor of Mardan, the main 
district to the south of the fight- 
ing, said an estimated 250,000 
people had fled in recent days 
and that more were on the move. 

An army spokesman said Fri- 
day 140 militants had been killed 
in the last 24 hours. 
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growing refugee crisis and vowed 
to defeat the militants. 

Asking for Pakistanis to sup- 
port the government and the 
army, Prime Minister Yousuf 
Raza Gilani pledged Thursday 
night to “eliminate the elements 
who have destroyed the peace 
and calm of the nation and want- 
ed to take Pakistan hostage at

Military denies 147 Afghan 
civilians killed in fighting

KABUL — The U.S. military 
said Friday that reports of as 
many as 147 civilians killed in 
fighting involving American 
forces and the Taliban were “ex- 
tremely over-exaggerated” and 
investigators were still analyzing 
the data collected at the site. 

In the south, meanwhile, four 
NATO soldiers and 21 civilians 
died in a string of insurgent at- 
tacks, and an unmanned U.S. 
drone crashed in central Ghazni 
province. 

Officials said preliminary find- 
ings of the joint U.S.-Afghan in- 
vestigation into the deaths in the 
villages of Ganjabad and Gerani 
in the western Farah province 
could be released as early as Fri- 
day, but they have yet to schedule 
an announcement. 

Reports of the large number of 
civilian deaths come at an awk- 
ward time for the Obama admin- 
istration, as the U.S. steps up its 


military campaign here while 
emphasizing the importance of 
nonmilitary efforts to stabilize 
the country. 

While past reports of civilian 
deaths at the hands of interna- 
tional forces drew an immediate 
outcry from President Hamid 
Karzai’s administration, this time 
the response was muted. The 
most vehement reaction came 
from lawmakers, who demanded 
an agreement regulating the op- 
erations of foreign troops. 

A local official said that he col- 
lected from residents the names 
of 147 people killed during fight- 
ing on Monday night and Tuesday. 
If true, it would be the deadliest 
case of civilian casualties in Af- 
ghanistan since the 2001 U.S.-led 
invasion that ousted the Taliban 
regime. 

But the U.S. military described 
that toll from the fighting as over 
the top. 

“The investigators and the folks 
on the ground think that those 
numbers are extremely over-ex-

aggerated,” U.S. military spokes- 
woman Capt. Elizabeth Mathias 
said. “We are definitely nowhere 
near those estimates.” 

Mathias said she could not yet 
provide estimates of how many 
people were killed because 


the team has yet to produce its 
findings. 

Afghan residents say the de- 
struction was from aerial bomb- 
ing. U.S. officials have suggested 
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that at least some of the deaths 
were caused by insurgents, whom 
the military accuses of using ci- 
vilians as human shields when 
fighting with its forces. 

In a video obtained Friday 
by Associated Press Television 
News, villagers are seen wrap- 
ping the mangled bodies of some 
of the victims in blankets and 
cloths and lining them up on the 
dusty ground.

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In one shot, two children are 
lifted from a blanket with another 
adult already in it. The children’s 
faces are blackened, and parts of 
their tunics are soaked in what 
appears to be coagulated blood. 

Their limp bodies are then put 
on the ground, wrapped in anoth- 
er cloth and put next to the other 
bodies. It was not clear how many 
bodies were in the room where 
the video was shot.

539,000 jobs, the fewest in six months.

WASHINGTON — The pace of layoffs slowed in 
April when employers cut 539,000 jobs, the fewest 
in six months. But the unemployment rate climbed 
to 8.9 percent, the highest since late 1983, as many 
businesses remain wary of hiring given all the eco- 
nomic uncertainties. 

The Labor Department tally released Friday 
wasn’t nearly as deep as the 620,000 job cuts that 
economists were expecting, and was helped by a 
burst of federal government hiring of temporary 
workers to prepare for the 2010 Census. The rise in 
the unemployment rate from 8.5 percent in March 
matched economists’ forecasts. 

“Although we have a long way to go before we 
can put this recession behind us, the gears of our 
economic engine do seem to be slowly turning once 
again,” President Barack Obama said Friday hours 
after the employment report was released. 

On Wall Street, the employment news gave stocks 
a lift. The Dow Jones industrials finished the day up 
nearly 165 points. 

“There are glimmers of hope. We are moving in 
the right direction in terms of layoffs. They are mea- 
surably less bad than what we’ve been through,” said 
Mark Zandi, chief economist at Moody’s Economy. 
com. 

Still, companies will remain cautious in hiring, 
making it harder for laid-off workers to find new 
jobs. 

The total number of unemployed now stands at 
13.7 million, up from 13.2 million in March. 

Companies also kept a tight rein on workers’ 
hours. The average workweek in April stayed at 33.2 
hours, matching the record low set in March. 

As the recession eats into sales and profits, com- 
panies have turned to layoffs and other cost-cutting 
measures to survive the storm. Those include hold- 
ing workers’ hours and freezing or cutting pay. 

Job losses in February and March turned out to 
be deeper, according to revised figures. Employ- 
ers cut 681,000 positions in February, 30,000 more 
than previously reported. They cut 699,000 jobs in 
March, more than the 663,000 first reported. 

The deepest job cuts of the recession — 741,000 — 
came in January. That was the most since fall 1949. 

Employers last month cut the fewest jobs since 
380,000 in October. Nonetheless, the April job losses 
were widespread.

Construction companies axed 110,000 jobs, down 
from 135,000 in March. Factories got rid of 149,000 
jobs, down from 167,000 the month before. Retailers 
cut payrolls by nearly 47,000, less than the nearly 
64,000 cut in March. Job losses in financial activi- 
ties dropped by 40,000, down from 43,000 in the 
previous month. 

The slower pace of job losses — along with 66,000 
more federal jobs — helped to temper the overall 
payroll reductions in April. The pickup in federal 
employment was mainly due to the hiring of 63,000 
temporary Census workers. 

Obama asked states and colleges to help jobless 
people pursue education and training without losing 
their unemployment benefits, which typically hap- 
pens when they enroll in school. 
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Bank stress test 
results promising

WASHINGTON — _  Govern- 
ment exams of the biggest U.S. 
banks have helped lift a cloud of 
uncertainty that has hung over 
the economy. 

The so-called stress tests — a 
key Obama administration effort 
to boost confidence in the finan- 
cial system — showed nine of the 
19 biggest banks have enough 
capital to withstand a deeper re- 
cession. Ten must raise a total of 
$75 billion in new capital to with- 
stand possible future losses. 

“The publication of the stress 
tests simply cleared the air of un- 
certainty,” said Allen Sinai, chief 
global economist at Decision Eco- 
nomics. “The results were not 
scary at all.” 

He said it will take a long time 
for the banks to resume normal 
lending. But the test results didn’t 
alter his prediction that the econ- 
omy is headed for a recovery in 
October or November. 

The stress tests have been crit- 
icized as a confidence-building 
exercise whose relatively rosy 
outcome was inevitable. But the 
information, which leaked out all 
week, was enough to cheer inves- 
tors. They pushed bank stocks 
higher Wednesday, and rallied 
again in after-hours trading late 
Thursday once the results had 
been released. 

Among the 10 banks that need 
to raise more capital, Bank of 
America Corp. needs by far the 
most — $33.9 billion. Wells Fargo 
& Co. needs $13.7 billion, GMAC 
LLC $11.5 billion, Citigroup $5.5 
billion and Morgan Stanley $1.8 
billion. 

The five other firms found to 
need more of a capital cushion 
are all regional banks — Regions 
Financial Corp. of Birmingham, 
Alabama; SunTrust Banks of 
Atlanta; KeyCorp of Cleveland; 
Fifth Third Bancorp of Cincin- 
nati; and PNC Financial Services 
Group of Pittsburgh. 

The banks will have until June 
8 to develop a plan and have it 
approved by their regulators. 
If they can’t raise the money on 
their own, the government said 
it’s prepared to dip further into 
its bailout fund. 

The government hopes the 
stress tests will restore investors’ 
confidence that not all banks are 
weak, and that even those that are 
can be strengthened. They have 
said none of the banks will be al- 
lowed to fail. 


Stress test 
questions 


NEW YORK — Here are 
some questions you might 
have about how the stress 
tests might affect your bank- 
ing experience. 

Is there any reason I 
should switch banks if mine 
was determined to need 
more capital? 

The stress test results don’t 
have any bearing on ordi- 
nary deposit accounts, which 
are insured by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp. 

One possibility to consider 
is that your bank could sell 
off one of its units. Even if 
that happened, the accounts 
with the unit would remain 
FDIC-insured. 

What if I’m looking to 
open a savings account, CD 
or money market account? 
Will the best rates come 
from the healthier banks, 
or the less healthy ones? 

In theory, a bank could 
raise cash by offering more 
competitive interest rates 
and attracting greater depos- 
its. But the boost wouldn’t be 
big or fast enough to meet the 
demands of the stress tests. 

One area where custom- 
ers might get a break is with 
loans. Banks deemed healthy 
will likely be able to get lower 
interest rates on wholesale 
loans and pass them down to 
consumers. 

Let’s say the stress test 
determined my bank needs 
to raise a lot of capital. 
Should | brace myself for 
interest rate increases on 
my credit card? 

It’s very possible, but 
banks have been slashing 
credit limits and raising in- 
terest rates on credit cards 
for the past several months. 

If ’'m an investor, what 
will happen to my stock? 

Banks might raise capi- 
tal by converting private 
preferred stock to common 
stock. If you hold any com- 
mon stock in the bank, that 
could dilute the value of 
your shares and dividends. If 
you're a holder of a preferred 
stock, you shouldn’t see any 
change.

Supreme Court justice denies Demjanjuk appeal 


WASHINGTON — John Demjanjuk, who allegedly aided in the 
murder of 29,000 Jews at a German-run death camp in Poland, was 
denied an emergency appeal by a Supreme Court justice Thursday, all 


but clearing the way for him to be sent to Germany to stand trial for 


war crimes. 


Justice John Paul Stevens denied Demjanjuk’s appeal. 
Demjanjuk was a Ukrainian-born Soviet soldier who was captured 
by the Germans during World War II and then allegedly volunteered 


to work in the Sobibor death camp. 


Lawyers for Demjanjuk argued the chronically ill 89-year-old re- 
tired auto worker would suffer “severe pain and suffering,” akin to 
torture, if he were put on airplane and flown to Munich, Germany.

SANTA BARBARA, Calif. — Firefight- 
ers struggled Friday to get ahead of a rag- 
ing wildfire that was moving dangerously 
close to heavily populated areas in this idyl- 
lic coastal city and had forced the evacua- 
tion of an estimated 30,000 residents. 

Neighborhoods of multimillion-dollar 
mansions stood like ghost towns, bathed in 
the eerie orange glow cast by the nearby 
blaze. 

Santa Barbara County spokeswoman 
Jodi Dyck said Friday morning that the fire 
had grown since the night before, when it 
measured roughly 4 square miles. She did 
not have an updated estimate of the fire’s 
size or burned acreage. 

“Tt really got going during the night. 
Some areas have 45-year fuel. The wind is 
all over the place,” city fire Capt. Mike De 
Pont said. “For this time of year this activ- 
ity is unusual.” 

Roughly 12,000 more residents have 
been ordered to leave their homes, includ- 
ing those living in a densely populated area 
north of U.S. 101 that’s home to several mo- 
bile home parks. An estimated 18,000 were 
ordered to leave. 

A second evacuation shelter was opened 
Thursday to accommodate 900 additional 
evacuees. All 190 beds were filled at the 
first shelter at a high school.

the city’s more populated, flat area below 
its steep canyons. Santa Barbara city 
fire spokesman Gary Pitney said flames 
jumped a road dividing the hilly terrain 
from the flatlands below and ignited spot 


fires in brush surrounding houses. 

Pitney said the fire also pushed west 
across state Route 134, the key thorough- 
fare between Santa Barbara and wine 
country. 
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devastating California wildfire 


Kelley Gouette, a deputy incident com- 
mander with the state Department of For- 
estry and Fire Protection, likened the fire 
to “a blowtorch.” 

Santa Barbara County Fire Chief Tom 
Franklin said the blaze was particularly 
tough to fight as it spread into rugged ter- 
rain with thick brush that served as fuel 
and limited firefighting aircraft. 

Firefighters are “running pretty thin on 
equipment,” he said. 

Officials said 11 firefighters were in- 
jured, including three who were burned 
when they sheltered in a house during a 
firestorm. They were reported in good 
condition at a Los Angeles burn center 
but two will need skin grafts and surgery. 
Other injuries ranged from smoke inhala- 
tion to sprained ankles. 

About 2,300 firefighters from many 
departments were on the lines, aided 
by aircraft. The fire was just 10 percent 
contained. 

The benignly named Jesusita Fire was 
a slumbering day-old brush fire on rugged 
slopes above the city when a sundowner 
— fierce winds that late in the day sweep 
down from the Santa Ynez Mountains 
— hit at midafternoon Wednesday, hurling 
towering flames into homes and spitting 
embers into more distant neighborhoods. 

In November, a_ wind-driven fire 
burned 200 houses in Santa Barbara and 
Montecito. 


College slaying suspect turns self in 


E;x-cop charged in 
death of third wife

JOLIET, Ill. — Drew Peterson 
was in court Friday facing allega- 
tions he drowned his third wife in 
a bathtub. 

Sheriff’s deputies escorted the 
former police sergeant into court 
Friday to answer first-degree 
murder charges in the 2004 death 
of Kathleen Savio. He’s also a sus- 
pect in the 2007 disappearance of 
his fourth wife, Stacy. He’s denied 
wrongdoing. 

Wearing a red jail jumpsuit, the 
55-year-old Peterson was brought 
in handcuffed and_ shackled 
around the legs. He told reporters 
he was getting “three squares a 
day” and joked about his “spiffy 
outfit” and his “bling.” 

Months of investigation culmi- 
nated in Peterson’s arrest shortly 
after he drove away from his 
Bolingbrook home Thursday eve- 
ning. He is being held on $20 mil- 
lion bond. 

“We are very confident in our 
case,” Will County State’s Attor- 
ney James Glasgow said. 

Savio’s body was found with her 
hair soaked in blood from a head 
wound, just before the couple’s 
divorce settlement was finalized. 
Her death originally was ruled an 
accidental drowning but authori- 
ties later said it was a homicide 
staged to look like an accident. 

The indictment alleges that 
“Peterson on or about Feb. 29, 
2004 ... caused Kathleen Savio to 
inhale fluid,” causing her death. 

Savio’s family has long voiced 
suspicions, saying she feared 
Peterson and told relatives if she 
died it would not be an accident. 


Glasgow said Thursday that 
the case against Peterson would 
include evidence that might pre- 
viously have been inadmissible.

White House aide resigns over flight 


WASHINGTON — A White House aide has lost 
his job for his role in Air Force One’s photo-oppor- 
tunity flyover over New York City. 

A White House official says Obama has accepted 
the resignation of military office director Louis Cal- 
dera. The official spoke on the condition of anonym- 
ity in discussing Caldera’s departure ahead of a full 


report on the flight. 


Caldera, a former Army secretary, took responsi- 
bility for the Air Force flyover that sparked panic in 
New York on April 27. The White House conducted 
a review, set to be released Friday, of the flight near 


the Statue of Liberty.

NASA to undergo major review 


WASHINGTON — The White House has ordered 
an outside review of NASA’s manned space program, 


including plans to return astronauts to the moon. 


Officials want a report from an independent panel 
by August. White House science adviser John Hold- 
ren said Thursday that the new panel will look at 
the design of new spacecraft to replace the space 
shuttle and go to the moon, as well as consider pos- 


sible alternatives to the current design. 


NASA has already spent $6.9 billion on its plan 
to return to the moon; it spends about $300 million 
a month developing the Ares and Orion rocket pro- 
grams. Its proposed budget is $18.7 billion for 2010.

U.S. to N. Korea: No atomic testing

SEOUL — President Barack 
Obama’s top envoy for North 
Korea warned of “consequences” 
if the regime pushes ahead witha 
threatened atomic test and urged 
Pyongyang to instead return to 
dialogue with Washington. 

Stephen Bosworth arrived in 
Seoul from Beijing just hours 
after North Korea accused the 
Obama administration of harbor- 
ing a hostile policy toward Pyong- 
yang, saying it would expand its 
nuclear arsenal in response. 

“Nothing would be expected 
from the U.S., which remains un- 
changed in its hostility toward its 
dialogue partner,” North Korea’s 
Foreign Ministry said in a state- 
ment carried Friday by state 
media. The North “will bolster 
its nuclear deterrent as it has al- 
ready clarified.” 

Bosworth urged North Korea 
— which shocked the world by 
conducting a nuclear test in 2006 
—not to carry out another atomic 
test, as the communist regime 
has threatened to do. 

“Tf the North Koreans decide to 
carry out a second nuclear test, 
we will deal with consequences 
of that. And there will be conse- 
quences,” Bosworth said. “But 
we can’t control at this stage what 
North Korea does.” 

However, Bosworth said Wash- 
ington is ready and willing to hold 





direct talks with Pyongyang. 
“We would not interpret our 
policy as being hostile. ... Presi- 
dent Obama has stressed on nu- 
merous occasions that the door to 
dialogue remains open,” he said. 
Obama has said he would be 
willing to meet with North Ko- 
rean leader Kim Jong II if it helps 
denuclearization. Bosworth also 
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offered direct talks between U.S. 
and North Korean envoys. 

Analyst Paik Hak-soon at the 
Sejong Institute think tank said 
the North is trying to force Wash- 
ington into higher-level direct 
talks in an attempt to reach a 
grand give-and-take deal. 

South Korea’s Chosun IIlbo 
newspaper recently reported 
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“brisk” activity has been detected 
at North Korea’s nuclear test site, 
citing an unnamed South Korean 
government source. The report 
could not be confirmed. 

Pyongyang is believed to have 
enough plutonium to make at 
least a half-dozen atomic bombs, 
but not the technology required 
to fit a nuclear warhead on a long- 
range missile. 
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Escaped terrorist 
caught in Malaysia 


KUALA LUMPUR, 
Malaysia — A _ militant 
leader suspected of a Sept. 
11-style plot to crash a hi- 
jacked plane has been ar- 
rested in Malaysia, more 
than a year after his escape 
from a high-security jail in 
Singapore, officials said 
Friday. 

The suspected com- 
mander of the Singapore 
arm of the al-Qaida-linked 
Jemaah Islamiyah, Mas 
Selamat Kastari escaped 
from jail on Feb. 27, 2008, 
by wriggling out a bath- 
room window in a secu- 
rity breach that sparked a 
manhunt. 

Mas Selamat was arrest- 
ed in Malaysia’s southern 
Johor state bordering Sin- 
gapore, said Walter Chia, 
a spokesman for the Singa- 
pore embassy. 

Singapore’s Straits Times 
newspaper said on its Web 
site said he was captured 
April 1 in a joint opera- 
tion involving the security 
agencies of both countries, 
citing unidentified regional 
intelligence officials.

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In Jordan, pope 
expresses ‘deep 
respect’ for Islam

AMMAN, Jordan — Pope 
Benedict XVI expressed deep 
respect for Islam Friday and said 
he hopes the Catholic Church can 
play a role in Mideast peace as he 
began his first trip to the region, 
where he hopes to improve frayed 
ties with Muslims. 

The pope was met at the air- 
port by Jordan’s King Abdullah 
II and praised the moderate Arab 
country as a leader in efforts to 
promote peace in the region and 
dialogue between Christians and 
Muslims. 

The pope rankled many in the 
Muslim world with a 2006 speech 
in which he quoted a Medieval 
text that characterized some of 
the Prophet Muhammad’s teach- 
ings as “evil and inhuman,” par- 
ticularly “his command to spread 
by the sword the faith.” 

The pope has already said he 
was “deeply sorry” over the re- 
action to his speech and that the 
passage he quoted did not reflect 
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his own opinion. 

“My visit to Jordan gives me a 
welcome opportunity to speak of 
my deep respect for the Muslim 
community, and to pay tribute 
to the leadership shown by his 
majesty the king in promoting a 
better understanding of the vir- 
tues proclaimed by Islam,” Bene- 
dict said shortly after landing in 
Amman. 

But his past comments con- 
tinue to fuel criticism by some 
Muslims. 

Jordan’s hard-line Muslim 
Brotherhood said Friday before 
the pope arrived that its members 
would boycott his visit because 
he did not issue a public apology 
ahead of time as they demanded. 

Brotherhood spokesman Jamil 
Abu-Bakr said the absence of a 
public apology meant “obstacles 
and boundaries will remain and 
will overshadow any possible 
understanding between the pope 
and the Muslim world.” 

Vatican spokesman Federico 
Lombardi said the Vatican has 
made all possible clarifications. 
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Hong Kong lifts quarantine 


Some 280 guests and employees wait 
to be released from the Metropark 
Hotel in Hong Kong where they were 
held for a week. Officials on Friday 
lifted a quarantine on the hotel where 
a Mexican swine flu patient stayed. 
Some critics say the quarantine was a 


politically calculated overreaction, but 
the Hong Kong government — wary of 
repeating the fallout of severe acute 
respiratory syndrome, or SARS, which 
killed 299 people here in 2003 — has 
defended the measure as necessary to 
contain the virus.

Mexico disinfecting itself, 
inching toward normalcy

MEXICO CITY — Mexico’s emergence from a na- 
tional shutdown hit snags as some high schools were 
not cleaned in time to open and students returned 
to class in others without swine flu checkups. Cases 
of the virus popped up in two more Latin America 
countries. 

Despite the hitches, Mexico pressed ahead with its 
return to normal life as workers disinfected day care 
centers and kindergartens in preparation for their 
reopening on Monday. Authorities were to pass out 
antiseptic hand gel to all of the capital’s 5,000 schools 
on Friday. 

Finance Secretary Agustin Carstens announced 
that Mexico’s economy is in a recession and could 
contract by 4.1 percent this year because of the swine 
flu and a decline in exports to the U.S. 

A report by the Centers for Disease Control and 
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Prevention said America’s two swine flu deaths 
— a toddler and a pregnant woman who both died in 
Texas — each suffered from several other illnesses 
when they were infected with the virus. 

In Geneva, the World Health Organization said 
based on past outbreaks, it is possible that a third 
of the world’s population, or about 2 billion people, 
could become infected if this outbreak turns into a 
two-year pandemic. Independent experts agreed that 
the estimate was possible but pointed out that many 
would not show any symptoms. 

“If we do move into a pandemic, then our expecta- 
tion is that we will see a large number of people in- 
fected worldwide,” WHO flu chief Keiji Fukuda said 
Thursday. “If you look at past pandemics, it would 
be a reasonable estimate to say perhaps a third of 
the world’s population would get infected with this 
virus.” 
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Reality TV dad of eight says he didn’t cheat 


eality TV star Jon Gosselin has denied cheat- 
ing on wife Kate. But he said he’s sorry for 
creating that impression. 

“These allegations are false and just plain 
hurtful,” Gosselin said Wednesday, insisting: “I did not 
cheat on Kate.” 

Gosselin was speaking out against tabloid reports 
that he’s had an affair with a Pennsylvania school- 
teacher. Photos of Gosselin and the woman have 
surfaced in recent weeks. 

The 32-year-old Gosselin did acknowledge spending 
time with friends of both sexes, including the woman 
with whom he’s rumored to be cheating. 

“T need to be more careful 
and aware of who I am as- 
sociating with and where I 
am spending my time,” said 
Gosselin, who apologized for 
putting his family “in this 
awkward position.” 

The Pennsylvania couple, 
along with their eight chil- 
dren, star on the TLC reality 
show “Jon & Kate Plus 8,” 

a project that has brought 
them fame but also put 
them under a microscope. 
Cameras follow the family 
as they face the challenges 
of their large family. 

Kate Gosselin, who has 
been promoting her latest book, “Eight Little Faces: 

A Mom’s Journey,” has cut back on press amid the al- 
legations. 

The series, which premieres its fifth season state- 
side May 25, remains in production, according to TLC 
spokeswoman Laurie Goldberg.

The child on the bike 
entered the intersection and hit 
the rear of the trailer. The rear 
wheels of the trailer ran over the 
child. 

The child, who was not wearing 
a helmet, died of his injuries. 

Troopers say no charges have 
been filed in the crash. 


Descendants fight 
for Geronimo’s remains 


N MESCALERO — A 

group of descendants 
of the Apache leader Geronimo is 
suing to stop another descendant 
from moving the American Indi- 
an icon’s bones from Oklahoma to 
New Mexico. 

Phillip Thompson, an attorney 
for the Fort Sill Apache Tribe of 
Oklahoma, says his group and 18 
members of the family of a man 
claiming to be a great-grand- 
son of Geronimo filed motions 
to request that the remains be 
undisturbed. 

The move comes in response 
to a lawsuit filed in February 
by Harlyn Geronimo, who also 
claims to be a great-grandson of 
Geronimo. He wants to ship the 
remains from Fort Sill — where 
Geronimo died in 1909 — to 
southwestern New Mexico’s Gila 
Wilderness. 


Lawsuit says state 
failed to protect kids 


NEW YORK — A federal 

lawsuit claims New York 
City failed to properly screen a 
woman who used fictitious iden- 
tities to adopt 10 disabled chil- 
dren and later repeatedly abused, 
starved and imprisoned them in a 
“house of horrors.” 

The lawsuit was filed on be- 
half of the children whom Judith 
Leekin, 64, adopted over an eight- 
year period ending in 1996. 

The suit charged that Leekin 
was able to carry out the scam in 
which she fraudulently collected 
$1.68 million in adoption subsi- 
dies because the city’s Admin- 
istration for Children’s Services 
didn’t do its job. 

The suit claims that ACS could 
have easily exposed the scheme 
with some simple legwork such 
as contacting Leekin’s neighbors 
and employers. 

ACS spokeswoman Sharman 
Stein said the city “intends to vig- 
orously defend this lawsuit.” 

All of Leekin’s children are 
now adults ranging in age from 
17-28 and living in Florida.

The Sotheby’s auction house 
says bids at the impressionist and 
modern art sale failed to meet the 
reserve prices for the artworks. 

At the same auction, an abstract 
painting by Piet Mondrian called 
“Composition in Black and White, 
With Double Lines” sold for more 
than $9 million, about twice its 
pre-sale estimate.

Legislators OK state 
day to honor Islam 


i HONOLULU — Hawaii’s 

state Senate has over- 
whelmingly approved a bill to 
celebrate “Islam Day” — over 
the objections of a few lawmak- 
ers who said they didn’t want to 
honor a religion connected to 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

The resolution to proclaim 
Sept. 24, 2009, as Islam Day 
passed the Senate on a 22-3 vote. 
It previously passed the House 
and now goes to the governor. 
The bill seeks to recognize “the 
rich religious, scientific, cultural 
and artistic contributions” that 
Islam and the Islamic world have 
made. 

The Senate’s two Republicans 
argued that radical Islamists 
cheered the 9/11 attacks. They 
also noted that other religions 
didn’t have a special day hon- 
ored. One Democrat opposed it 
on the grounds of church-state 
separation. 


4 shot, 1 fatally, 
in city gunfight 


| CHICAGO — Authorities 

say four people have been 
shot, one fatally by Chicago Po- 
lice, in gunfire on the city’s South 
Side. 

Mark Payne, a spokesman for 
the Independent Police Review 
Authority, which investigates all 
police-involved shootings, told 
the Chicago Sun-Times the per- 
son who died was fatally shot by 
Chicago police. 

The other three victims were 
not shot by police, Payne said, 
adding that a gun was found at 
the scene. 

Fire Department spokesman 
Joe Roccasalva says the three 
wounded were taken to area 
hospitals in serious to critical 
condition.

Village defends first 
salary hike in 16 years 


MINEOLA — Long Is- 

land officials are defend- 
ing a decision by village trustees 
to give themselves 61 percent pay 
raises starting in June. 

Taxes in Mineola are going up 
2.15 percent because revenue has 
fallen. But village officials say the 
salary increases did not contrib- 
ute to the tax hike. 

The mayor will get an $11,000 
pay raise, to $29,000. Each of the 
four village trustees gets a $5,500 
raise, to $14,500. 

Officials say the pay hikes make 
the trustees eligible for full credit 
in the state retirement system. 

They add that the trustees have 
earned their raises. Their salaries 
had not increased in 16 years. 


Report: State has 
lowest gun death rate 


fal HONOLULU — Hawaii, 

with its strong gun laws 
and low rate of gun ownership, 
has the lowest gun death rate in 
the nation, the Washington D.C.- 
based gun control group Violence 
Policy Center said. 

The islands had a per capita 
gun death rate of 2.6 per 100,000 
people in 2006, according to the 
center’s analysis, based on the 
most recently available national 
data from the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention’s 
National Center for Injury Pre- 
vention and Control. The national 
average was 10.3, it said. 

Only 9.7 percent of Hawaii 
households own guns, compared 
with 45.6 percent in Louisiana, 
which topped the nation in per 
capita gun deaths at 19.5, the cen- 
ter said. 


Bandit the kangaroo 
remains on the loose 


CANASTOTA — A way- 

ward ’roo named Bandit 
is wandering around an upstate 
New York community. 

State police say motorists re- 
ported seeing a Kangaroo along 
the Thruway in Canastota, 20 
miles east of Syracuse. 

Troopers who searched the 
area saw the 3-foot-tall animal 
and contacted the owner, but the 
’roo got away. 

Owner Jeff Taylor says Bandit 
is a 1-year-old wallaroo, a large 
species of kangaroo. He bought 
the animal last month for a wild- 
life education program he intends 
to start next year. 

Bandit has been on the loose 
for three weeks. Taylor says he 
believes someone broke into his 
barn and intentionally let the ani- 
mal out. 

The state police Thruway de- 
tail said Bandit remained on the 
loose. 


Boy found alive 2 days 
after wandering away 


IVI ST. LOUIS — A 3- 

year-old boy was 
found in rugged Missouri woods 
50 hours after he wandered away 
from his rural home three miles 
away, authorities said. 

A search volunteer found Josh- 
ua Childers in a dry creek bot- 
tom, said Madison County Sheriff 
David Lewis, who described the 
Mark Twain National Forest as 
“really rough country,” consist- 
ing of steep ravines, creeks and 
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rugged rocks. 

Joshua slipped out of his house, 
wearing a T-shirt, sneakers and 
a pull-up diaper. His parents 
searched about 45 minutes before 
calling police, setting off a mas- 
sive search by authorities and 
volunteers. 

Joshua’s father works an over- 
night shift and was home sleep- 
ing. His mother was watching the 
child but was briefly distracted. 
That’s when the boy wandered 
away from the home near the 
small town of Arcadia, about 100 
miles southwest of St. Louis. 


March for homeless 
raises $135,000 


BURLINGTON — Ef- 

forts to help reduce 
homelessness in the Burling- 
ton area are getting a big boost 
thanks to a weekend march that 
raised $135,000. 

Rita Markley of the Committee 
on Temporary Shelter says the 
money is needed now more than 
ever. 

The Burlington Free Press 
says organizers of the 20th COTS 
Walk say they expect to receive 
thousands more dollars from the 
event over the next few months. 

Walk organizers say the money 
raised will help the nonprofit alle- 
viate the strain on its resources. 

Last year the walk raised 
$186,000.

Melanson was five days short 
of her 15th birthday when she 
disappeared on Oct. 27, 1989, fol- 
lowing a party in the woods with 
a group of friends. 

Police and the Middlesex Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office say they 
continue to conduct an active in- 
vestigation in the case. 

The reward is being offered by 
the Carole Sund/Carrington Me- 
morial Reward Foundation, which 
tries to raise awareness about 
people who have gone missing 
under mysterious circumstances.

y 20s were so lacking in creature 
MI comforts, I could have been in a 
Dickens novel. What a bedraggled 
waif I was, living in a grimy New York 
apartment with no dishwasher, no air con- 
ditioner and no on-site laundry facilities. 
Like most Manhattanites, I didn’t have a 
car, nor did I have a television set, although 
that was mostly because I was incred- 
ibly pretentious and wanted to convey the 
(false) notion that I was the kind of person 
who spent all evening — often, alas, at the 
laundromat — reading Ibsen plays. 

Those days are over, thank God. Now 
that I’ve traded the pseudo-intellectual, 
quasi-ascetic affectations of my protracted 
adolescence for the unapologetic consum- 
erism of early middle age — in other words, 
now that I no longer live in New York — I 
enjoy an array of household convenienc- 
es. Instead of dragging my laundry along 
block after block of filthy sidewalks, I can 
take my clothes directly off my body and 
deposit them into my very own washing 
machine (and then, in a magnificent coda, 
my very own dryer). I also have a dish- 
washer, a cell phone, wireless Internet and 
satellite cable service that’s so advanced 
that accidentally sitting on the remote can 
cause entire air-traffic-control systems to 
reset. Tragically, I still don’t have air con- 
ditioning, which is why I’m in a bad mood 
six months of the year, but I do have a car, 
which I often use to get to places to which I 
could easily walk. 

Does that make me spoiled? As an Amer- 
ican, ’'m pretty much spoiled by default 
(even in my wretched, substandard days 
in New York, I still ate brie; I just had to 
wash the plate by hand). A new survey by 
the Pew Research Center suggests the real 
difference between a luxury and a neces- 
sity has dawned on Americans — and, as a 
result, we may be getting less spoiled. 

In a telephone survey of 1,003 people 
conducted in early April, only 21 percent 
said a dishwasher was a necessity, and 66 
percent said a clothes dryer was a necessi- 
ty. When the same questions were asked in 
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2006, 35 percent considered dishwashers 
indispensable and 83 percent thought the 
same of dryers. Other items that now seem 
less than absolutely necessary include mi- 
crowave ovens (down 21 percentage points 
from 2006), home air conditioning (down 
16 points) and cable or satellite TV (down 
10 points). 

Pew researchers made a point of say- 
ing that some of the findings were because 
of new technology supplanting old, par- 
ticularly among younger people. In other 
words, while older people tend to view 
things such as land-line phones and tele- 
vision sets as necessities, younger people 
favor cell phones and computers. Televi- 
sions (as in TV sets) were deemed neces- 
sary by only 52 percent of those surveyed. 
Not only is that a 12-percentage-point drop 
from 2006, it’s the smallest vote for TV set 
necessity since Pew first posed the ques- 
tion in 1973, undoubtedly because more 
people now watch TV on computers and 
other digital gadgets. 

Even so, the ratings drop looks promis- 
ing for Ibsen — OK, maybe Dan Brown — 
and can-do-without Americans. But if you 
think a brave new frugality must be sweep- 
ing the nation — and flying its flag in the 
form of a thousand undershirts hanging 
from backyard clotheslines — think again. 
The question the survey-takers posed 
about each of these items was not, “Are you 
willing to live without a dishwasher/clothes 
dryer/cell phone?” It was, “Do you pretty 
much think of this as a necessity or pretty 
much think of this as a luxury you could do 
without?” 

Uh, no to the first; yes to the second? 

Part of what’s so perverse — yet per- 
versely endearing — about American con- 
sumerism is the way we don’t allow luxury 
to preclude necessity. Just because we don’t 
technically need something doesn’t mean 
we can’t convince ourselves that we’d die 
without it. There’s a reason the statistic 
about more American households having 
TVs than indoor plumbing has been float- 
ing around for decades (although more 
recent Census data show indoor toilets 
gaining a slight edge over TVs, perhaps be- 
cause people realized they could put a TV 
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in the bathroom). It’s because we define 
luxuries as being in the eye of the beholder 
dif watching “Wheel of Fortune” has more 
value than a flush toilet, hey, no judgments) 
and we hold as self-evident that some of 
them fall into a category all their own: nec- 
essary luxuries. 

That may be an oxymoron, not to men- 
tion evidence that we may be a nation of 
morons. But acquiring things we don’t 
need and then coming to rely on them as if 
they were as essential as air and water isn’t 
just about affluence, it’s about our national 
identity. For better or worse, it’s something 
that makes us who we are. 

Reading Ibsen in the laundromat? That’s 
downright un-American. So the next time 
you hear folks agreeing that they could do 
without their clothes dryers, don’t believe 
it. They’re either lying or they’re incred- 
ibly pretentious. Or they’re in a Dickens 
novel and should get out of New York. 
Drive, don’t walk.

Book taught FEMA a lesson

It’s not a bad idea for FEMA to have a 
Web site aimed at children with quizzes, 
games and other activities about disaster 
preparedness. 

After all, children are affected by disas- 
ters, and giving them age-appropriate in- 
formation and tools for coping might help 
them face such difficulties. 

But including an online coloring book 
that features planes hitting the World 
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Trade Center shows a shocking lack of 
sense and sensitivity.

A scary thing certainly did happen back 
in 2001. But giving children a visual of that 
scary thing and asking them to embellish it 
with color doesn’t seem like a sound way to 
handle such a touchy, traumatic subject. 

Fortunately, the coloring book is gone. 

FEMA is reviewing all the content put 
on the agency’s Web site by the prior ad- 
ministration, spokesman Clark Stevens 
said. If the coloring book is any indication, 
a thorough review is a good idea. ... 

The FEMA spokesman wouldn’t give a 
specific reason for the coloring book’s re- 
moval. But the reason seems pretty obvi- 
ous: a Clueless thing happened. 

And now, thankfully, it’s been erased. 


Health centers part of equation

A surge of stimulus funds will help com- 
munity health centers across the nation 
meet many immediate needs. But perhaps 
the greatest potential of the attention the 
clinics are gaining from the funds will be 
an acknowledgment of what those centers 
have been doing all along. 

Community health centers have been 
filling in the blanks on health care for a 
long time. They are doing some of the no- 
blest work in the country, providing access 
where care is otherwise lacking and pro- 
viding direct services to people who would 
otherwise go without it because of cost. ... 

The recent economic stimulus plan will 
provide $6.5 million for community health 
centers in Tennessee. ... But while the 
spotlight is currently on stimulus money 
spurred by President Barack Obama, 
it’s important to remember that former 
President George W. Bush had made great 
strides in increasing funding for commu- 
nity health centers while in office. ... 

It is nice to see that community health 
centers are getting more of their due with 
money from the Obama stimulus plan. 
But just as communities should be glad to 
see those clinics benefit from those funds, 
there should be a concerted effort to main- 
tain attention to the clinics long after the 
stimulus plan has run its course.

Claiming universal “human rights” ju- 
risdiction, Judge Baltasar Garzon recently 
announced that he is opening a criminal in- 
vestigation — his own personal inquisition, 


of sorts — into (ironically) alleged torture 
at the U.S. detention center at Guantanamo 
Bay. ... 

No one’s in imminent danger of extradi- 
tion. But the case — and the eagerness with 
which many on the American left have em- 
braced it — are Exhibit A of the fundamen- 
tal lack of moral seriousness surrounding 
the “torture” debate. 

Clearly, there’s a respectable argument 
to be made that certain practices allowed 
by Bush-era interrogation policy ... should 
be forbidden. But as even the supposedly 
infamous “torture memos” leaked by the 
Obama administration make clear, Bush 
officials made a deliberate, good-faith ef- 
fort to draw a line between reasonably ag- 
gressive interrogation and illegal torture. 
And, lest anyone forget, they understood 
that the cost of getting it wrong would be 
paid in American blood. 

Yet to hear the left tell it, there’s no dif- 
ference between them and the most hei- 
nous criminals in world history. ... 

If anything, of course, this only serves to 
cheapen the suffering of the real innocent 
victims of torture, brutalized even now 
by regimes around the world. Funny how 
Garzon & Co. aren’t going after them.

U.S. pig 
farmers complain that some countries are 
just happy for an excuse to enact trade bar- 
riers that benefit their own farmers. ... 

A truth-in-labeling campaign launched 
by the pork producers met with resistance 
at first. But then Nebraska, which has a lot 
of pig farmers, broke ranks with the rest 
of the world, calling the virus by its scien- 
tific name, H1N1. Within days, U.S. health 
officials had adopted the name, while the 
European Commission had settled on the 
puzzling “novel virus.” On April 30, the 
WHO announced that it would go with 
H1N1, to avoid confusion and to prevent 
the unnecessary slaughter of pigs. 

It won’t be easy to get that hog back in the 
barn, though. H1N1 doesn’t exactly roll off 
the tongue, and folks have gotten used to 
using the term “swine flu,” as we’ve done 
several times in this editorial. It’s time we 
all stopped dragging the pig’s reputation 
through the mud.

America is about to test uncharted wa-

The bankruptcy filing by Chrysler and 
24 affiliated businesses on April 30 will 
test the concept that a bankrupt automaker 
won’t be able to sell cars. ... 

The fear is that buyers will not purchase 
cars from a company or division that will 
cease to exist during the life of the vehicle, 
making service and parts availability and 
warranty claims tough to obtain. 

The federal government has said it will 
back the warranties of Chrysler, and GM, 
too, a bit of uncharted waters. But who will 
service the vehicles of consumers if the 
companies slam the doors on dealerships 
as part of the “surgical” bankruptcy? ... 

To be a “surgical” bankruptcy will re- 
quire a judge to overlook the rights of cred- 
itors, including dealerships and suppliers, 
who normally have their day in court to 
argue in a major bankruptcy case. 

There’s a federal government attitude 
that Washington will have its way when it 
comes to Chrysler’s bankruptcy, but that 
would require a change in the way bank- 
ruptcies are typically handled. Which 
would put the nation not only in uncharted 
business waters, but a new legal ocean.

Katrina and spiking oil prices weren’t 
enough, if a federal government diving 
into 14-digit debt wasn’t enough, Jan and 
others now ask, “What if the banks close?”

Frankly, not to Joe Levy, a clerk at 
Mickey’s Surplus in Kansas City, Kan., 
where mannequin heads sport gas masks.

shortages of canning jars, water-purifica- 
tion tablets and ammunition — especially 
ammunition.

The Department of Homeland Security 
last month issued a report to law enforce- 
ment officials warning that home foreclo- 
sures, unemployment and the recession 
“could create a fertile recruiting environ- 
ment for right-wing extremists.” 

The report ignited conservatives and 
veterans groups with its suggestion that 
military personnel returning from war 
could be ripe for the picking. Homeland 
Security Secretary Janet Napolitano has 
apologized to veterans. 

The extreme right hardly has a corner 
on today’s doom market. 

Web sites such as LifeAftertheOilCrash. 
net and TheNewSurvivalist.com foresee es- 
calating violence and cascading calamities 
in the aftermath of “peak oil” production, 
global warming or other world-changing 
crises. 

For Jennifer Olsen, a passion to pre- 
pare was validated by recent news of the 
nation’s energy grid being tapped (but not 
disrupted) by computer hackers, some 
from foreign lands. Mass chaos looms, 
“but not for my little family,” said Olsen, 
a Phoenix area woman who can hardly 
wait to move into a house the family just 
bought in Kansas City. 

“Plans are already under way for rain- 
water collection, solar shower, gray-water 
usage, turning the lawn into useful food 
and habitat ...” she wrote in an e-mail. 

Zohara Hieronimus — author, former 
broadcaster and holistic health care advo- 
cate — said: “Fear of an unknown future 
compels us as individuals and communi- 
ties to get all kinds of insurance plans.” 

Unlike most insurance plans, stock- 
ing up for the worst can be therapeutic.

It offers a sense of control when so many 
things seem out of control, said Hieroni- 
mus, whose Baltimore-based radio show 
urged listeners to prepare for the Y2K 
scare a decade ago.

Five costs to consider before your first home purchase

NEW YORK — The conditions seem 
ripe to become a first-time homeowner. 

Real estate prices are tumbling, mort- 
gage rates are at record lows and there 
are big tax credits on the table. All that 
might have you scrambling to assess 
whether you can afford to make the leap 
into homeownership. 

That was the situation for 28-year- 
old Holly Dewar and her boyfriend last 
winter. 

“We really wanted to get the most 
for our money, and the market timing 
seemed right,” said Dewar, who works in 
public relations. 

Her boyfriend, 29-year-old Kurt 
Spring, works in real estate finance, 
which helped facilitate the purchase. 

They closed on a _ three-bedroom, 
one-bathroom home just outside Boston 
for $340,000 in January. But that price 
didn’t include a host of other of costs, 
such as $4,000 in closing fees and $700 
for a home inspection. 

And before even considering such 
details, find out whether the mortgage 
down payment is a deal breaker; lend- 
ers are requiring more money upfront as 
they tighten standards. For the less-than- 
ideal borrower, an array of new loan fees 
could be another hurdle. 

So if you think it’s time to stop rent- 
ing, here are some big and small costs to 
consider. 


COST #1: Getting ready 


Start the process by polishing your 
credit report. While the cost can be rela- 


tively minor, it’s particularly important 
now that banks are being more selective 
about making loans. 

The Federal Reserve says a March 
survey found half of U.S. banks tight- 
ened lending standards on prime mort- 
gages in the previous three months, up 
from 45 percent in February. 

A higher FICO score also gives you 
greater negotiating power over the terms 
of the mortgage and ultimately, the total 
cost of the loan. A stellar score ranges 
from 760 to 850, while scores below 640 
might mean you have to pay a signifi- 
cantly higher interest rate. 

You’re entitled to a free annual credit 
report from each of the three major 
credit bureaus. Getting your FICO score 
costs $15.95 at www.myFICO.com. 


COST #2: Down payments 


Rates on 30-year fixed mortgages are 
at a record low of 4.78 percent. At the 
same time, more lenders are demanding 
bigger down payments of 20 percent or 
more. 

The upside of making a bigger down 
payment, of course, is that you’ll owe 
less money and get better terms on your 
mortgage. If your down payment is less 
than 20 percent, however, you generally 
need to pay for mortgage insurance. This 
could cost $100 or more a month depend- 
ing on the nature of your loan. 

You can find out the down payment 
your lender will require as part of the 
pre-approval process. This is typically 
a free service where a lender evaluates 
your financial situation and tells you the 
terms of the loan they’re willing to give 
you. It’s a good idea to get pre-approval 


before you start looking at houses. 

“Being able to tell the seller you can 
do the deal strengthens your bargaining 
position,” Smith said. 


COST #3: Adding up fees 


New fees introduced by Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac in the past year will 
likely push the price of a mortgage high- 
er for many people. 

The fees are based on credit profiles, 
the amount of the loan in relation to prop- 
erty value and the type of home you’re 
buying. As such, they’ll vary greatly de- 
pending on your personal situation, but 
could total as much as 3 percent of the 
mortgage. 

In that case, you’d be paying another 
$3,000 for a $100,000 loan. 

There are also standard closing costs to 
consider. These are service fees charged 
by the lender, and could cover items such 
as credit reports, appraisals, documenta- 
tion and administrative costs. 

The total expense will vary depending 
on where you live and your particular 
situation. According to Bankrate.com, 
the national average last year was $3,118 
for a $200,000 mortgage. 

Fees were highest in New York ($4,015) 
and lowest in North Carolina ($2,650). 

Lenders are required to itemize all 
closing fees, so review them carefully. 
Some of the more standard fees might be 
negotiable. 


COST #4: Inspections 


There are plenty of inspections to 
consider. 

Holly Dewar and Kurt Spring, for in- 
stance, paid $700 for a home inspection 


after making a verbal offer. That price 
covered checks on the home’s struc- 
tural integrity and heating and water 
systems. 

“We wanted to make sure there weren’t 
any surprises,” Dewar said. 

Your inspection costs will depend on 
the checks you want and whether your in- 
spector offers comprehensive packages. 

The seller might pay for inspections in 
some cases, but it’s more common for the 
buyer to foot the bill. 

Other inspections might be for lead 
paint, pests or radon gas. Some of these 
checks might be required by the lender 
and included in the closing costs. 


COST #5: Maintenance 


A common mistake for many new 
home buyers is focusing on the monthly 
mortgage alone. It’s easy to forget all the 
maintenance costs that come with own- 
ing a home. 

“Tt’s one of the big revelations for peo- 
ple,” said Julie Longtin, of Re/Max Pro- 
fessionals in East Greenwich, R.I. 

To start, your utility costs will likely go 
up significantly. As a renter, you might 
not even pay for water, heat or electric- 
ity. But they could be a big drain if your 
home is large or you have a pool or other 
feature that drives up utility bills. 

There are bigger maintenance matters 
to consider as well, such as repainting 
the house periodically. You’ll also be on 
the hook for any repairs for your home. 

“You don’t know what’s going to hap- 
pen,” said Longtin. “And as the house 
gets older, it’s likely the maintenance 
fees will grow.” 
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On Wall St., 
signs give 
some hope

After a long, cold economic 
winter, some see hints of spring 
in the economy. 

On Tuesday, Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke cited 
some of the same encouraging 
signs that Wall Street analysts 
have been using to predict an 
upturn. He said he believes the 
recession is easing, and growth is 
likely to resume this year. 

Looking for so-called green 
shoots has become an obsession 
on Wall Street since early March. 
Analysts have sorted through 
data to find tidbits of information 
comparable to the first green tips 
of tulips poking through spring- 
time soil. 

Although thawing is welcomed 
and is a reason to slowly buy 
stocks again in anticipation of the 
eventual recovery, it’s less clear 
what the economy will be like 
after the early phase of increased 
business activity. 

“We continue to expect eco- 
nomic activity to bottom out, 
then to turn up later this year,” 
Bernanke said in testimony to a 
congressional committee Tues- 
day. But he doesn’t necessarily 
predict a quick return to the rela- 
tively comfortable conditions that 
preceded the housing bust. 

He thinks the recovery will 
be gradual, and “businesses are 
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Encouraging signs on Wall Street have helped propel the S&P 500 
index up more than 30 percent since March 9. 


likely to be cautious about hir- 
ing.” Most economists believe the 
unemployment rate will continue 
to increase, and many consum- 
ers are saddled with heavy debt 
loads. 

Although stocks of companies 
that depend on consumers have 
been strong performers lately, 
Standard & Poor’s strategist Sam 
Stovall said he is cautious and 
more interested in technology 
stocks because they depend less 
on consumer purchases. Technol- 
ogy stocks also have done well in 
recent weeks. 

In addition, with companies still 
reporting earnings from the last 
quarter, S&P senior index analyst 
Howard Silverblatt said he has 
had difficulty spotting any green 
shoots. Although companies such 
as Kraft Foods, Johnson & John- 
son, Intel and IBM have reported 
better-than-expected profit, other 
companies have shocked inves-

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tors with losses that were much 
worse than expected. 

Also, many companies are pro- 
viding stronger-than-anticipated 
earnings by slashing costs, but 
analysts say that works for only 
so long. Once a competitor does 
the same, a company can lose its 
advantage. 

Rather than buying a stock 
based on a positive earning sur- 
prise, Silverblatt suggests select- 
ing those that increase dividends. 
For example, he notes, luxury 
handbag-maker Coach “reported 
numbers that were OK, not great, 
but they initiated a dividend.” 

“That’s leading with your 
chin,” he said. “It’s like saying: 
“The check is in the mail.’” 

Silverblatt also is telling inves- 
tors to be wary of August and 
September, when companies will 
be setting 2010 budgets and cut- 
ting back if they don’t see sales 
picking up.

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Fixed-rate credit 
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cards don't exist 


Dear Liz: I just received a let- 
ter from my credit card issuer 
hiking my 8.9 percent fixed rate 
to a variable rate of 14.65 per- 
cent. I’ve had the card for more 
than 12 years, have never been 
late and have a near-perfect 
credit score. Are there 
any fixed-rate cards out 
there anymore? 

Answer: There’s no 
such thing as a true 
fixed rate in the credit 
card world. Card issu- 
ers have long been able 
to change your rate and 
terms at will, and lately 
they’ve been doing so 
with a vengeance. 

Regulations will go 
into effect next year 
that limit issuers’ abil- 
ity to raise rates on your 
pre-existing balances unless you 
pay late. Congress is considering 
more restrictions, including one 
that would prevent issuers from 
advertising fixed rates unless the 
rate is actually fixed for some pe- 
riod of time. 

The good news is that you don’t 
have to wait. If your credit scores 
are high, plenty of other card is- 
suers want your business. You 
can transfer your balance to a 
lower-rate card and then pay it 
off. 

As you’ve learned, carrying 
a balance these days is a fool’s 
game. Use your good credit as 
a tool to help you get free of the 
credit card industry’s clutches, 
and you’ll be well ahead. 

Dear Liz: My wife and I main- 
tain a largely untapped home 
equity line of credit as a source 
of emergency funds in the event 
of a job loss, medical needs, etc. 
With so many financial institu- 
tions seemingly on the verge of 
bankruptcy, what happens to 
our ability to draw on our line of 
credit should the bank go under? 

Answer: Your line of credit is 
one of the bank’s assets. If your 
bank fails, the bank that takes 
over would add your loan to its 
books. 





Toyota reports worst 
loss in company history 


TOKYO — Toyota Motor 
Corp., battered by plunging 
global sales, reported its worst 
annual loss since its 1937 found- 
ing — and forecast even more 
red ink in the year ahead. 

The world’s largest carmaker 
said Friday its net loss for the 
January-March quarter was 
765.8 billion yen ($7.7 billion) 
— bigger than General Motors 
reported for the same period. 

That brings Toyota’s fiscal 
year loss to a larger-than-ex- 
pected 436.94 billion yen ($4.4 
billion), a dramatic reversal 
from the record profit it earned 
the previous year.

That said, the new bank may 
have different standards for how 
much of your equity you can bor- 
row and may cut back or freeze 
your line of credit. That could 
happen even if your bank doesn’t 
fail, since many lenders are re- 
ducing their risk expo- 
sure by cutting back 
on lines of credit, par- 
ticularly in areas where 
home prices are falling 
rapidly. 

You’re probably safe, 
for now, if the balance 
you owe on your mort- 
gage plus your home eq- 
uity credit limit total less 
than 60 percent of your 
home’s current value. If 
your “loan-to-value” 
ceeds that limit, howev- 
er, you would be smart 
to look for alternative sources of 
emergency funds. The best: cash 
in the bank. 

Dear Liz: How can a bank 
honor a postdated check prior 
to the date that is written on it, 
and still claim to have integrity 
as well as accountability? 

Answer: Banks are supposed to 
cash your checks for the amount 
written and from the right ac- 
count. Expecting them to pay at- 
tention to your dating games is 
asking too much. 

For those who don’t know, a 
postdated check is one that’s writ- 
ten with a future date on it, under 
the idea that the bearer will ei- 
ther wait to cash the check or the 
bank will wait to process it. 

But neither the bearer nor the 
bank is under any obligation to do 
so, so don’t write checks you can’t 
cover. If you want to pay debts at 
some future date, use your bank’s 
online bill pay service and set 
the payments to go out when you 
want.

Wholesale inventories 
worse than expected 


WASHINGTON — America’s 
wholesalers slashed inventories 
for a seventh straight month in 
March as businesses struggled 
to get stockpiles in line with 
plunging sales. 

The Commerce Department 
said Friday that wholesale in- 
ventories dropped 1.6 percent 
in March, much larger than the 
1 percent fall that analysts had 
expected. That followed a 1.7 
percent drop in February, the 
largest monthly decline on re- 
cords that go back 17 years. 

Wholesalers also saw sales 
plunge 2.4 percent in March.

May 10 

1913 — Donerail, ridden by Roscoe 
Goose, comes from fifth place in the 
stretch to upset Ten Point by one-half 
length and win the Kentucky Derby, pay- 
ing arecord $184.90. 

1919 — Sir Barton, ridden by Johnny 
Loftus, leads the whole way to win the 
Kentucky Derby by five lengths over Billy 
Kelly. Sir Barton, the first to capture the 
Triple Crown, is one of three maidens to 
win the Derby. 

1969 — Plans for the NFL-AFL merger 
are completed. The NFL will consist of 
two conferences — the AFC and NFC — 
with 13 teams. The NFL will move three 
franchises, Baltimore, Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh, to the AFC. 

1970 — Bobby Orr’s goal gives Boston 
its first Stanley Cup in 29 years. The Bru- 
ins beat the St. Louis Blues 4-3 for a four- 
game sweep.

League Baseball. And you hope 
that each time this happens that 
others will recognize, if they are 
doing it, and stop. But, regret- 
tably, it happens over and over 
again.” 

Tampa Bay pitcher Scott Ka- 
zmir wondered, as he watched the 
coverage on television, “Who else 
is going to be popped, you know?” 

AtFenway Park, where Ramirez 
played through his prime and be- 
came Boston’s first World Series 
MVP, the writer of his authorized 
biography happened to be giving 
a lunchtime talk when the news 
broke. Jean Rhodes, the author 
of “Becoming Manny: Inside the 
Life of Baseball’s Most Enigmatic 
Slugger,” painted Ramirez as a 
quirky craftsman who gave off an 
air of apathy but was diligent in 
his preparations. 

That’s also what Cincinnati 
Reds pitcher Bronson Arroyo saw 
when he played with Ramirez on 
the 2004 team that ended Boston’s 
86-year World Series drought. 

“Tt’s kind of shocking that he got 
caught up in anything, honestly,” 
Arroyo said. “Manny likes to play 
stupid, but he’s a pretty bright 
guy. And he’s definitely aware of 
a lot of things that he tries to act 
like he’s completely oblivious to.” 

When Boston’s__ clubhouse 
opened Thursday afternoon, TVs 
were giving the latest develop- 
ments and few players milled 
about. 

“No comment about Manny,” 
slugger David Ortiz said, walk- 
ing past reporters at his locker. “I 
play for Boston. Manny plays for 
L.A. Go and ask him.” 

During his pregame meeting 
with the media, manager Terry 
Francona deflected three at- 
tempts for comment on Ramirez, 
offering only: “The more you 
can concentrate on baseball, the 
better.” 

The fourth question was about 
injuries. 

“Bless you,” he told the re- 
porter. “Thank God we’ve got 
injuries.” 

Ramirez’s quirky side made 
him a fan favorite during his early 
years in Boston, and it might have 
helped him become the Hall of 
Fame-caliber player who seemed 


unaffected by strikeouts, home 
runs and paychecks alike. But 
his uncaring attitude eventually 
wore thin on his teammates, and 
he was shipped to Los Angeles 
last summer. 

He batted .396 for the Dodgers 
with 17 homers and 53 RBIs in 53 
games and helped propel them to 
the playoffs. 

“He’s a main cog, and he’s not 
going to be in play for a while,” 
Rockies manager Clint Hurdle 
said. “Any distance we might’ve 
picked up, we lost as an industry. 
The sad part of it is that for what- 
ever reasons there are individuals 
that just aren’t getting it. ... There 
are sO many guys that are clean, 
but they continue to be thrown 
under a black cloud for those who 
are involved. ... That saddens me, 
saddens me as a father, it saddens 
me as a citizen.” 

Angels manager Mike Scioscia 
took the same approach. 

“You can use a lot of words. It’s 
disappointing, unfortunate,” he 
said. “It’s an issue that it seems 
like a generation of players are 
upset with.” 

Former Ramirez teammate 
Tony Clark, now with the Dia- 
mondbacks, agreed. 

“Any time you have the super- 
stars in your game find them- 
selves in difficult situations, it 
can’t help but cast a general cloud 
over the group as a whole,” he 
said. “And that’s why someone as 
respected and appreciated for his 
ability as Manny is makes it re- 
ally difficult. As a fan, as a former 
teammate and obviously now as a 
competitor, it makes it difficult.” 

Tigers manager Jim Leyland 
offered another view. He said the 
suspension would soon be for- 
gotten by the fans who cheered 
on the 1998 home run race and 
Bonds’ pursuit of Hank Aaron’s 
all-time homer record. 

“T’ll probably get fired for say- 
ing this but I’m going to say it 
anyway,” Leyland said. “I don’t 
really think the fans care.”

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Canseco not surprised 
by Ramirez suspension

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. — 
Jose Canseco has spoken, but is 
anyone listening anymore? 

The former slugger has gained 
credibility in some circles after 
naming names and _ detailing 
steroid use around professional 
baseball in two tell-all memoirs. 

But on Thursday, after Major 
League Baseball suspended 
Dodgers slugger Manny Ramirez 
for 50 games for violating its drug 
policies, Canseco spoke to a near- 
empty ballroom at the Four Sea- 
sons Hotel. 

Only one reporter from The As- 
sociated Press, Canseco’s lawyer, 
a photographer and four camera 
crews attended the news confer- 
ence. All but two of the 100 seats 
were empty. 

It was probably fitting that 
Canseco was dressed all in black, 
given the news about Ramirez 
was the latest public relations 
mess for baseball officials. Can- 
seco was visibly upset about 
being forced out of the game and 
can’t believe other players aren’t 
meeting a similar fate. 

“T didn’t get a second chance, I 
didn’t get a fine,” Canseco said. “I 
didn’t get the chance these play- 





ers are getting these days.” 

Despite that animosity, Can- 
seco said players have endured 
enough embarrassment over the 
steroid scandal and now it’s time 
to investigate what role MLB 
brass and the players’ association 
played in it. 

“It’s a complete conspiracy,” 
Canseco said. “The truth has to 
come out.” 

Canseco said that MLB offi- 
cials, the players’ union and oth- 
ers profited from the success of 
players who used steroids, knew 
what was going on, and have 
failed to do anything about it. 

Canseco added he wasn’t sur- 
prised that Ramirez tested posi- 
tive and maintains other players 
of his era juiced. 

“Any MVP or any great player 
before the pre-testing era is prob- 
ably suspect in the sense of using 
steroids or acquiring steroids,” he 
said. 

Ramirez’s ban was based on 
evidence he used human chorion- 
ic gonadotropin, a female fertility 
drug, a person familiar with the 
suspension told The Associated 
Press, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because those details 
had not been released. 

Asked why the Dodgers star 
might’ve taken it, Canseco of- 
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Former major 
leaguer Jose Can- 
seco pauses during 
a news conference in 
Beverly Hills, Calif., 
on Thursday. Can- 
seco, who believes 
he has been unfairly 
singled out because 
he detailed steroid 
use, including his 
own, in professional 
baseball, said that 
it’s time for an in- 
vestigation into what 
roles Major League 
Baseball and the 
players’ union played 
in the proliferation of 
steroids.

fered a general explanation. 

“Tt could be that a player used it 
because he used steroids and went 
cold turkey and needed HCG to 
get his (testosterone) levels back 
to normal,” Canseco told The As- 
sociated Press by telephone earli- 
er in the day. “I had to use it when 
I quit steroids cold turkey. I had to 
go to a doctor to get it and get my 
levels back.” 

Last November, the former AL 
MVP pleaded guilty to a misde- 
meanor of trying to bring HCG 
across the Mexican border into 
the United States. He was sen- 
tenced to 12 months of unsuper- 
vised probation. 

Baseball added HCG to its 
banned substances last year. 

Canseco’s. attorney, Dennis 
Holahan, said the time of sham- 
ing his client should come to an 
end. But Canseco knows it will be 
difficult to overcome the percep- 
tion by the public and his former 
employer. 

“T am wearing and I will wear 
the scarlet letter until I die,” he 
said. “I have paid the price be- 
yond any other player has actu- 
ally paid.”

HCG, popular among steroid users, has other uses

The banned substance linked 
to Manny Ramirez is commonly 
taken by steroid users but can be 
prescribed for other conditions. 

A person familiar with the 
details of the suspension said 
Ramirez used the female fertility 
drug HCG, or human chorionic 
gonadotropin. The person spoke 
to The Associated Press on con- 
dition of anonymity because the 
banned substance hadn’t been 
announced. 

HCG, added to _ baseball’s 
banned substances last year, is 


popular among users of perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs because 
it can mitigate the side effects of 
ending a cycle of steroids. The 
body might stop producing testos- 
terone when a user goes off ste- 
roids, and that can cause sperm 
counts to decrease and testicles 
to shrink. 

“They use [HCG] to essentially 
jump-start testosterone produc- 
tion,” said Ruth Wood, an expert 
in steroid abuse at the University 
of Southern California. 

The drug could have appropri- 
ate uses unconnected to steroid 
abuse, said Dr. Gary Wadler, who 
leads the committee that deter- 


mines banned substances for the 
World Anti-Doping Agency. HCG 
can treat male infertility and tes- 
tosterone deficiency, he said. 

“Tt’s not necessarily the drug of 
choice, but those are acceptable 
uses,” Wadler said. 

Ramirez said in a statement 
he did not take steroids but that a 
doctor gave him medication for “a 
personal health issue.” 

Every baseball player is tested 
each year within five days of re- 
porting to spring training and 
again at a randomly selected un- 
announced date. 

There are 1,200 additional un- 
announced tests of randomly se- 


lected players, including up to 375 
during the offseasons from 2008 
through the start of spring train- 
ing in 2011. 

“We have no knowledge of the 
Ramirez case, but it’s highly 
unlikely an otherwise healthy, 
young athlete would need HCG 
for a legitimate medical reason,” 
said U.S. Anti-Doping Agency 
CEO Travis Tygart. “That said, 
if there was valid medical need, 
his high-priced representatives 
should be fired for not ensuring 
that he was informed of the pro- 
cess that could have granted him 
permission to use it.” 

Athletes in the BALCO scandal 


have been linked to the female 
fertility drug Clomid. 

Side effects of HCG include 
headache, mood swings and de- 
pression, Wadler said. The anti- 
doping community has _ been 
familiar with HCG for more than 
20 years, he added. 

HCG is prescribed to treat in- 
fertility in women by triggering 
ovulation. The hormone natu- 
rally occurs in pregnant women 
— home pregnancy kits test for 
one portion of the HCG molecule, 
Wood said.

BOSTON — Manny Ramirez hit cleanup 
on the Boston Red Sox’s two championship 
teams this decade. Some of his teammates 
on those clubs say his suspension for using 
a banned substance won’t tarnish those 
titles. 

“Everyone’s entitled to their opinion, but 
I don’t feel like our ’07 season was tainted,” 
Mike Lowell said Thursday night. “This is 
still a 25-man team.” 

Ramirez was MVP of Boston’s World Se- 
ries sweep of the St. Louis Cardinals that 
gave the Red Sox their first title in 86 years 
in 2004. He also had one of his best seasons 
that year, hitting .308 with 43 homers and 
130 RBIs. 

“Tt’s not like we wouldn’t be the world 
champions if, whatever this is that’s going 
on,” 2008 AL MVP Dustin Pedroia said. “I 
don’t think it tarnishes any of that stuff.” 

On Thursday, Ramirez was suspended 
for 50 games for violating baseball’s per- 
formance-enhancing drug policy. Several 
Red Sox players said they didn’t know if he 
used such substances when he played for 
Boston from 2001 until he was sent to the 
Los Angeles Dodgers last July. 

“T have no idea,” said Lowell, the MVP of 
the 2007 World Series against the Colorado 
Rockies. “He’s a phenomenal hitter and I 
never saw anything, so I defer to asking 
Manny that question.” 

Pedroia was one of several teammates 
who said they were surprised by the posi- 
tive test. 

“That’s the furthest thing you think of,” 
he said. “I worked out with him at the be- 
ginning of ’08 and I know his work ethic

and he knows what to put into his body, the 
good things. It’s a little shocking.” 

With Ramirez gone, the impact on the 
Red Sox wasn’t as strong as it might have 
been. 

“He’s not in our clubhouse anymore so 
this is something that we’re not even wor- 
ried about,’ closer Jonathan Papelbon 
said.

“Another big-name guy,” Lowell said of 
Ramirez. “It’s just another black eye for 
the game. ... It’s hard for Major League 
Baseball to try to glorify guys that they 
think are doing it right because we don’t 
know.

“No comment about Manny,” said David 
Ortiz, who hit one spot in front of Ramirez 
in the lineup. Then, he relented and said he 
was surprised and sad for Ramirez. 

Players receive a list of banned substanc- 
es and can send a sample of any supplement 
to Major League Baseball for testing if they 
question its contents, said Jason Bay, who 
came to the Red Sox as Ramirez’s replace- 
ment in left field in a three-team deal.

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Nats stun Dodgers as Manny sits

LOS ANGELES — The team 
with the worst record in baseball 
handed the Los Angeles Dodgers 
their first home loss of the season. 
Manny Ramirez had nothing to do 
with it — or maybe everything. 

Nick Johnson and Adam Dunn 
each drove in three runs and the 
Washington Nationals rallied for 
10 runs in the final three innings 
to beat the Dodgers 11-9 Thursday 
night, the first day of Ramirez’s 
50-game drug suspension. 

“We would’ve chosen a differ- 
ent way to lose than that,” said 
Dodgers starter Randy Wolf, who 
was staked to a 6-0 lead in the first 
inning. “We have to start a new 
streak tomorrow. But April and 
May records are pretty meaning- 
less. It’s how you end a season, 
not how you begin it. We can’t 
lose sight of the big picture.” 

That’s where Ramirez comes 
in. The enigmatic slugger was 
suspended for violating baseball’s 
rules governing use of perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs. Barring 
postponements, the 12-time All- 
Star left fielder and 2004 World 
Series MVP will be able to return 
July 3 at San Diego. 


“This is a team. This is not the 
‘Los Angeles Mannys,’” said in- 
jured first baseman Doug Mient- 
kiewicz, a teammate of Ramirez 
on Boston’s 2004 World Series 
team. “Manny’s a big part of our 
team. But as far as the team goes, 
this is a tremendous opportu- 
nity for us to prove to people that 
we’re not just Manny and 24 other 
guys.” 

Manager Joe Torre held a 
closed-door meeting with his 
players and coaches before bat- 
ting practice to discuss how they 
will deal with the loss of Ramirez. 
The Dodgers responded by scor- 
ing six runs in the first off rookie 
Jordan Zimmermann, the high- 
light being Matt Kemp’s grand 
slam. It appeared certain Los 
Angeles would add a 14th straight 
home victory from the start of 
the season, especially after Wolf 
allowed five hits over six innings 
and left with a 6-1 lead. 

“Six runs is a good number, and 
Wolfie battled through six,” Torre 
said. “It’s an emotional thing, but 
I had a sense they’d be ready to 
play. Our bullpen for the first 
time just didn’t do the job. We had 
guys who were rested. We just 
didn’t get it done.” 


Josh Willingham homered for 
the Nationals, who had lost 10 
straight at Dodger Stadium. Ryan 
Zimmerman was 2-for-4, extend- 
ing the longest hitting streak in 
the majors to 25 games. 

“Those guys had something 
special going on over here, but we 
were able to stop their winning 
streak at home,” Nats manager 
Manny Acta said. “I think that 
counts for a lot, especially after 
we were already trailing 6-0. It’s 
a huge comeback and a very good 
win for us.” 

Cristian Guzman began Wash- 
ington’s late rally with a run-scor- 
ing groundout in the seventh, and 
Will Ohman surrendered Dunn’s 
two-run double two batters later. 
Cory Wade (0-2) gave up a two- 
run double to Austin Kearns, who 
batted for Ron Villone (1-0). 

One out later, Johnson greeted 
rookie Brent Leach with another 
two-run double for an 8-6 lead, 
and the pesky Nats capped the 
rally with RBI singles by Dunn 
and Elijah Dukes. 

Villone, whose contract was 
purchased from Triple-A Syra- 
cuse earlier in the day, pitched a 
scoreless seventh. 

Zimmermann lasted six in- 


nings, giving up six runs and six 
hits with four strikeouts and three 
walks in his third start. 

“The biggest star of the night 
was Jordan Zimmermann,” Acta 
said. “The fact that he gave us 
five shutout innings after those 
six runs in the first just says a lot 
about this kid. He forgot about all 
the runs he gave up and was just 
tremendous after that. He could 
have just rolled over and played 
dead.” 

Mets 7, Phillies 5: Carlos Bel- 
tran and David Wright hit two- 
run homers in the first inning, 
helping host New York to its sea- 
son-high fourth straight victory. 
Jose Reyes added a solo shot in 
the second off Jamie Moyer (3-2).

Reds 6, Brewers 5: At Cincin- 
nati, Micah Owings pitched six 
innings and had a tiebreaking tri- 
ple. The Reds needed everything 
they could get from Owings (2-3), 
their fifth starter and occasional 
pinch hitter. The lineup was miss- 
ing two starters with the flu. 

Owings’ run-scoring triple off 


Braden Looper (2-2) helped him 
turn a 6-5 lead over to the bull- 
pen. Francisco Cordero retired 
the three batters he faced in the 
ninth, remaining perfect in eight 
save chances. 

Giants 8, Rockies 3: At Den- 
ver, Bengie Molina homered twice 
and Matt Cain threw six innings 
of one-hit ball. Molina was hitless 
in 12 career at-bats against Jason 
Marquis (4-2) before lining a solo 
homer to left-center in the second 
and crushing a two-run shot to 
right in the third. 

Cain (3-1) fought his control 
early, walking four in the first 
two innings, then retired nine of 
the last 10 batters. 

Padres 4, Diamondbacks 3 
(10): At San Diego, David Eck- 
stein singled in the winning run 
with one out in the 10th. The Dia- 
mondbacks fired manager Bob 
Melvin after the game. 

Cla Meredith (4-0) pitched a 
perfect 10th for the victory.

A few months ago, when con- 
tract negotiations were dead- 
locked with the slugger, catcher 
Russell Martin boldly insisted 
the team could win without him if 
he decided not to re-sign with the 
defending NL West champions. 

Now, the Dodgers will get a 
chance to prove it. 

“Do I still think we can win 
without him? I think he makes us 
a better team when he’s with us, 
but without him we still have a 
good team and we’re still capable 
of winning us some ballgames,” 
Martin said Thursday. “He’s one 
of the best hitters of all time, so 
it’s definitely going to be tough. 
But what can you do? You’ve just 
got to move on and keep plug- 
ging away. You have to take it as 
a challenge, and that’s what we’re 
going to do.” 

Ramirez was batting .348 with 
six homers and 20 RBIs through 
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the first 27 games of the season. 
“Manny’s not in our lineup, 
SO we can’t be concerned about 
Manny right now,” third base 
coach Larry Bowa said. “There 
are 25 guys on the roster, and 
that’s what we’re worried about 
right now. Hopefully when Manny 
comes hack, we’re still playing 
good baseball and he can con- 
tribute.

games by himself.” 

Seven players from the 1959 
Dodgers were on hand Thursday 
night for a pregame ceremony to 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
their World Series title. But all 
the talk naturally centered on a 
guy who wasn’t born until 1972. 

“Hey, players know the conse- 
quences. You make the wrong de- 
cisions, you’ve got to pay,” Bowa 
said. “I’m turned off by players 
who try to test the system. It just 
doesn’t make any sense. When a 
guy makes a decision like that, he 
has to live by it. There’s too many 
people you can go to for advice, 
like the team doctor or the trainer. 
And if you have any kind of doubt 
at all, you’ve got to go to them.” 

The Dodgers lead the San 
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Francisco Giants by 5/2 games. 
Ramirez is eligible to return July 
3, and the goal is to build that 
margin instead of just treading 
water. 

“It’s not like an injury, where 
we’re playing a guessing game 
wondering when he’s going to be 
coming back. We know we’re get- 
ting him back on a certain date,” 
right fielder Andre Ethier said. 

“But we’re not going to be look- 
ing forward to that date and say- 
ing if we just hold on until then, 
we'll be all right. We’re going to 
keep going out there charging 
ahead and playing the game the 
way we’ve been doing the last 
couple of weeks here. We have 
enough depth, talent and confi- 
dence to keep moving on here.” 

Juan Pierre, who’s been stuck 
on the bench since the Dodgers 
got Ramirez at the non-waiver 
trade deadline last July, will be 
the regular left fielder in his ab- 
sence. But he isn’t enjoying the 
circumstances surrounding his 
chance to play regularly again. 

“T’ll pray for him and his fam- 
ily that they get through this all 
OK, and I wish the best for them. 
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That’s all I got,” Pierre said. 

Even before the first pitch of 
the game, Ramirez’s suspension 
had a noticeable effect at the con- 
cession stands at Chavez Ravine. 
The Manny-style dreadlock hats 
had been pulled, along with the 
rest of the Manny-related memo- 
rabilia. Some vendors said they 
were instructed not to sell any- 
thing related to Ramirez until 
further notice. 

Ramirez is 17th on the career 
list with 533 homers. His care- 
free attitude made him popular 
with fans, and there was evidence 
all over the city how much the 
image-conscious Dodgers were 
marketing him. At the corner of 
Figueroa and 8th streets, for ex- 
ample, is an above-ground park- 
ing garage with a gigantic sign, 
big as life, with “MANNYWOOD” 
on one side of the structure. 

“You can’t change what’s hap- 
pened,” Mientkiewicz said. “But 
it doesn’t change the way I feel 
about him as a person, as a team- 
mate and as a player. We’re a fam- 
ily in here, and one of our family 
members is not with us.”

BOSTON — A dozen batters 
went to the plate. Before the Red 
Sox made a single out in the sixth 
inning, every one of them had 
scored.

Dom DiMaggio dies at 92 


BOSTON — Dominic DiMaggio, the be- 
spectacled Boston Red Sox center fielder 
who was overshadowed by older brother 
Joe’s spectacular career, died early Friday. 
He was 92. 

DiMaggio was surrounded by his family 
at his death at his Massachusetts home, ac- 
cording to his wife, Emily. She did not give 
a cause of death but said that DiMaggio 
had been ill lately. 

“He was the most wonderful, warm, lov- 
ing man,” his wife of 61 years said. “He 
adored his children, and we all adored 
him.” 

DiMaggio was a seven-time All-Star 
who holds the record for the longest hitting 
streak in Boston Red Sox history. 

Known as the “Little Professor” be- 
cause of his eyeglasses and 5-foot-9, 168- 


pound frame, DiMaggio hit safely in 34 
consecutive games in 1949. The streak was 
broken Aug. 9 when his big brother caught 
a sinking line drive in the eighth inning of 
a 6-3 Red Sox victory over the New York 
Yankees. 

In 1951, the younger DiMaggio also had 
a 27-game hitting streak, the fifth-lon- 
gest in Red Sox history. Joe set the major 
league record with a 56-game streak with 
the Yankees in 1941 and was elected to the 
Hall of Fame. 

The oldest of the three center field-play- 
ing DiMaggio brothers was Vince, who had 
a 10-year major league career with five 
National League teams. Vince died in Oc- 
tober 1986, Joe in March 1999. 

Dom DiMaggio spent his entire career 
with the Red Sox, 10 full seasons plus three 
games in 1953. He was teammates and 
close friends with Red Sox greats Ted Wil- 
liams, Bobby Doerr and Johnny Pesky. 

Although Dom did not have the batting 
numbers of Joe, he was generally regarded 
as a better defensive player with a stron- 
ger arm. He was a career .298 hitter with 
87 home runs. Joe was a .325 career hitter 
with 361 homers. Dom’s baseball career 
was interrupted for three years (1943-45) 
by World War II when he was in the Navy, 
a military obligation that might have cost 
him induction into the Hall of Fame. 


Man also robbed Knicks’ Curry 


CHICAGO — A Chicago man ordered to 
serve 21 years in prison for robbing NBA 
star Antoine Walker was sentenced to an- 
other 21 years for holding up the New York 
Knicks’ Eddy Curry. 

Cook County State’s Attorney spokes- 
woman Tandra Simonton said Antoine 
Larkins would serve the two sentences 
concurrently. 

Larkins, 30, and Demorris Hill, 27, were 
charged with robbing Curry after police 
apprehended the two in the July 9, 2007, 
holdup of Walker at his Chicago home. Lar- 
kins was sentenced Tuesday in the Walker 
case. 

Larkins pleaded guilty to breaking into 
Curry’s home in the Chicago suburb of 
Burr Ridge on July 28, 2007. Police said 
intruders interrogated Curry’s wife about 
the location of valuables. 


Pitino: No interest in NBA’s Kings 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. — The University of 
Louisville said coach Rick Pitino is not in- 
terested in returning to the NBA. 

The university insists there was no truth 
to a Yahoo! Sports report that said Pitino 
had inquired about the Sacramento Kings’ 
vacant coaching job. Louisville spokesman 
Kenny Klein said Pitino was in his office 


Friday but did not believe it necessary to 
address the situation. 

Pitino just finished his eighth season 
with the Cardinals, leading Louisville to a 
31-6 record and the Big East regular-sea- 
son and tournament titles. The Cardinals 
lost to Michigan State in the regional finals 
of the NCAA tournament. 

Pitino has coached two NBA teams. He 
went 90-74 with the New York Knicks from 
1987 to 1989 and 102-146 with the Boston 
Celtics from 1997 to 2001.

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Favre saga 
might not 
be finished

GREEN BAY, Wis. — Favre-ageddon 
for Green Bay Packers fans apparently has 
been avoided. For now, all is good in the 
Land of Cheese. 

Citing a source close to the Minnesota 
Vikings, Yahoo! Sports reported Thursday 
afternoon that retired quarterback Brett 
Favre had informed the Vikings by phone 
that he would not be making a comeback. 

So the heartbreaking sight to many 
Packers fans — Favre returning to Lam- 
beau Field as a member of the hated Vi- 
kings — has been put off indefinitely. 

The call apparently took place Wednes- 
day afternoon and before Vikings coach 
Brad Childress was reportedly to travel to 
Mississippi to meet with Favre about join- 
ing the Vikings. 

Favre’s agent, Bus Cook, continued to 
deny knowledge of any interaction between 
his client and the Vikings. 

“T don’t know if Brett and Brad Childress 
talked today or not,” Cook told USA Today. 
“Right now, Brett’s retired. That’s all I 
know. As far as I know, nothing’s changed 
since yesterday. 

“Brett said he doesn’t know how all this 
stuff [about a comeback] got started.” 

Cook also knew of no plans for Favre to 
explain publicly his decision to remain re- 
tired, as was reported by Yahoo! 

The Vikings likely would push Favre to 
make such a statement to help with damage 
control. The Twin Cities had been buzzing 
with the news Favre might be brought into 
the fold. Now the Vikings are left with Sage 
Rosenfels and Tarvaris Jackson as their 
quarterbacks. 

According to league sources, the interest 
on both sides was very real and still might 
be. None of the sources would confirm the 
Yahoo report. In fact, two said they were 
“still waiting to see what happens.” 

They would be wise to do so. The last 
time Favre came out of retirement — in 
July 2008 — he previously had flirted with 
returning to the game but decided against 
it, much like the current situation. 

In an interview after he traded Favre 
from the Packers to the New York Jets, 
general manager Ted Thompson said 
Favre hinted in March 2008 that he might 
want to play again. 

In response, Thompson and coach Mike 
McCarthy arranged to fly to Mississippi 
from the owners’ meetings in Orlando, 
Fla., to speak with Favre and his wife, 
Deanna, about it. 

Before the flight, Thompson said, Favre 
had a change of heart. “We were all set for 
them, but Brett called back and said that 
he and Deanna had a long talk about it and 
they were going to stick with their original 
decision,” Thompson said. 

Later in an interview with Fox News, 
Favre disagreed with Thompson’s account. 
“T didn’t say I wanted to come back,” Favre 
said. “I did not call them before they went 
to Orlando and say, ‘I’m playing. Man, I 
made a mistake.’ ... That’s not true.” 

This time around, a myriad of factors 
likely led Favre to pull back. For one, 
Favre, who is not averse to putting out trial 
balloons without Cook’s knowledge, likely 
gauged the reaction of Packers fans to his 
possible purple turn. It was not positive. 

In one poll, 61 percent of more than 8,000 
readers said they would “hate” Favre if he 
suited up for the Vikings.

Dodgers plan to keep 
grinding without star

LOS ANGELES — Now that the 
Los Angeles Dodgers won’t have 
Manny Ramirez at their disposal 
for the rest of his 50-game drug 
suspension, they plan to keep 
grinding it out as though noth- 
ing had happened. That might be 
easier said than done, despite his 
teammates’ bravado. 

“This is a team. This is not the 
‘Los Angeles Mannys,’” said in- 
jured first baseman Doug Mient- 
kiewicz, a teammate of Ramirez 
on the Boston Red Sox’s 2004 
World Series team. 

“We’re a really good team 
here, and Manny’s a big part of 
our team. But as far as the team 
goes, this is a tremendous oppor- 
tunity for us to prove to people 
that we’re not just Manny and 24 
other guys.” 

Mannywood was rocked Thurs- 
day when the All-Star outfielder 
was suspended by commissioner 
Bud Selig for using a banned 
drug. In the first game of his sus- 
pension, the Dodgers scored six 


runs in the first inning but lost 
11-9 to the Washington Nation- 
als — ending their modern-day 
major league record at 13 con- 
secutive home victories from the 
start of the season. 

Manager Joe Torre and gener- 
al manager Ned Colletti learned 
the news during an early-morn- 
ing phone call from team owner 
Frank McCourt. Torre talked to 
Ramirez during the day by phone, 
then spoke to his players during a 
closed-door meeting before bat- 
ting practice about how they’re 
going to adjust. 

“The mood was sad in the club- 
house,” Torre said. “You can’t 
have someone who’s as much of 
an impact player and personality 
as Manny is missing without it af- 
fecting people. 

“He feels very badly. Right 
now he’s trying to gather his 
thoughts,” Torre added. “The 
worst thing I think a person can 
be is a disappointment to some- 
body else, and Manny feels like a 
disappointment. As tough as it is 
for us, it’s pretty tough for Manny,

Ramirez shakes sports 
with 50-game suspension

Shaq’s spelling was a bit off. His 
sentiment, though, was right on. 

“Dam manny ramirez, come on 
man Aggggggggsh, agggsgggh, 
agggech,” Shaquille O’Neal wrote 
on Twitter. 

From NBA courts to the court 
of public opinion, from major 
league clubhouses to the White 
House, reaction came _ swiftly 
Thursday after Manny Ramirez 
was suspended for 50 games for 
using a banned substance. 

The commissioner’s office 
did not identify the substance. 
The Los Angeles Dodgers slug- 
ger Said it was not steroids but a 
medication containing a banned 
substance that a doctor had given 
him. 

Houston star Lance Berkman 
echoed a familiar refrain: In 
the Steroids Era, nothing is too 
shocking. 

“T wasn’t surprised. I think that 
anybody that makes the game 
look clownish is under suspicion 
because it’s just not that easy,” he 
said. “It’s unfortunate that here 


we go again with another round 
of steroid questions.” 

Ramirez ranks 17th on the ca- 
reer home run list with 533. He 
said he was sorry for “this whole 
situation.” 

An avid sports fan, Cleve- 
land Cavaliers superstar LeB- 
ron James was asked if he was 
troubled by baseball’s continuing 
steroids scandal. “Absolutely,” 
said the NBA MVP and die-hard 
New York Yankees fan. “Because 
you love the game, you never 
want to have someone taint the 
game or try to get an advantage 
by not doing things the right way. 
It’s definitely bad, but hopefully 
baseball will get through it be- 
cause it’s a great sport.” 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs weighed in, too. 

“T think it’s a disappointment 
to anybody that’s a sports fan,” 
Gibbs said. “My sense is, it’s a 
great embarrassment on Major
